On the 26th of Jaauary 1857, the Master of the EoUs 
submitted to the Treasury a proposal for the publication 
of materials for the History of this Country from the 
Invasiou of the Romans to the reign of Henry VIII. 

The Master of the Bolls suggested that these materials 
should be selected for publication under competent 
editors without reference to periodical or chronological 
arrangement, without mutilation or abridgment, prefer- 
ence being given, in the first instance, to such materials 
as were most scarce and valuable. 

He proposed that each chronicle or historical docu- 
ment to be edited should be ti^eated in the same way as 
if the editor were engaged on an Editio Frinceps ; and 
f or this purpose the most correct text should be formed 
from an accurate coUation of the best MSS. 

To render the work more generally useful, the Master 
of the BoUs suggested that the editor should give an 
account of the MSS. employed by him, of their age and 
their pecuUarities ; that he should add to tho work a 
brief account of the Ufe and times of the author, and 
any remarks neoessary to explain the chronology ; but 
no other note or comment was to be aUowed, except 
what might be necessary to estabUsh the correctness of 
the text. 
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The works . to be published in octavo, separately , as 
they were fiLnished ; the whole responsibility of the task 
resting upon the editors, who were to be chosen by the 
Master of the B/olls with the sanction of the Treasury. 

The Lords of Her Majesty's Treasury, after a careful 
consideration of the subject, expressed their opinion in a 
Treasury Minute, dated February 9, 1867, that the plan 
recommended by the Master of the Bolls "was well 
calculated for the accomplishment of this important 
national object, in an effectual and satisfactory manner, 
within a reasonable time, and provided proper attention be 
paid to economy, in making the detailed arrangements, 
without unnecessary expense." 

They expressed their approbation of the proposal that 
each Chronicle and historical document should be edited 
in such a manner as to represent with all possible correct- 
ness the text of each writer, derived from a collation of 
the best MSS., and that no notes should be added, except 
such as were illustrative of the various readings. They 
suggested, however, that the preface to each work should 
contain, in addition to the particulars proposed by the 
Master of the B/olls, a biographical account of the author, 
so far as authentic materials existed for that purpose^ 
and an estimate of his historical credibility and value.

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To account for the existence and establish the au- 
thenticity of the manuscript (evidently a Public Record^ 
yet now preserved amongst the private muniments of the 
Marquis of Ormonde) which fonns the principal subject 
of the present volume, it is requisite that the connexion 
of his ancestors with the Govemment of Ireland at the 
period should be clearly shown. For this purpose, there 
is no need to trace them from their advent to Ireland 
in the reign of Henry II. It is enough here to state that 
from Theobald FitzWalter,^ who acquired the territory 
of Ormond or East Munster, was Lord of Arklow and had 
other lands in Leinster, and Chief Butler of Ireland, de- 
«cended James le Boteler, Earl of Ormonde, sumamed ' 
" the Noble/' He was the only son of James second Earl

Irish the " Stammerer," and he him- 
self the ** Ghaste," and his son James, 
the foorth Earl, «the White," or 
<'Fair;" as in subsequent times 
Thomas, the tenth Earl, received 
the sobriquet of " the Black," and 
the eleventh Earl iras designated 
** Walter of the beads and rosaries." 
James *<the Noble" Earl of Or- 
monde was so called on account 
of being the great-grandchild 6t 
Edward the First. 
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of Camck ^ and first Earl of Ormonde, by Eleanor, eldest 
surviving daughter of Humphrey de Bohun, Earl of 
Hereford and Essex, Constable of England, and his wife, 
Elizabeth, the seventh daughter of Eing Edward L His 
sole sister Petronilla was married to Gilbert Lord Talbot, 
grandfEkther of the famous Sir John Talbot, Lord Fumival, 
and af terwards Earl of Shrewsbury. The " Noble " Earl 
was seven years old at his father's death on January 6th, 
1338, and his wardship was first granted to Maurice 
FitzThomas, Earl of Desmond. By his opposition to the 
Royal authority that Earl lost the wardship of Ormonde, 
which was conferred, March 24, 1346, on Sir John Darcy 
the Elder, of Platten, to whose daughter Elizabeth he 
was ultimately, in consequence, married.» The only son 
of this mamage was James, fourth Earl of Carrick 
and third Earl of Ormonde, who on his father's death 
Oct. 18, 1382 was a minor. The exact year of his 
birth is not known, but immediately after his father's 
decease, he unduly entered on, and tumed to his own 
use, the rents and profits of his manors and lands.* 
He was most likely of age before 1384 as he was then 
appointed Deputy to Philip de Courtenay, the Lord 
Lieutenant, which post he held until 1385, and on 
November 12th in the former year he had been associated 
with Alexander, Bishop of Ossory, Lord Treasurer of 
Ireland, to treat with Mac Murrough, who complained 
that although he was at peace, Sir Maurice FitzEustace, 
Edmund Perers, Robert Tame, and others of the Lord

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Lieutenanfs retinue had seized oyer sixty cows be- 
longing to the said Mac Murrough's tenants. On the 
26th of the same month, Sir Patrick de la Freigne was 
granted 1008. for treating with the Earls of Ormonde 
and Desmond relative to the great feuds which had 
arisen between them. This conference, which lasted 
fifteen days, took place at Clonmel, and resulted in 
concord being restored for the time being, to the great 
peace and ease of the lieges of Munster.^ This Efu*l 
of Desmond had married Ormonde's sister. In 1385 
we find him engaging another brother-in-law, Tiegue 
0'Carroll, in the Eing's service to resist 0'Brien of 
Thomond, who had confederated with many of the 
Irish of Munster, Leinster, and Connaught to destroy 
the faithful lieges of the two former provincea* On 
the 12th of the subsequent July, Earl James, together 
with the Bishops of Ossory and Lismore, and Gerald 
Earl of Desmond, was deputed by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, Philip de Courtenay, to contuiue a Great Coun- 
cil, summoned to meet at Eilkenny on the Monday 
after the feast of St. Margaret next following, the Lord 
Lieutenant being busied in the wars with the Mac 
Murroughs, 0'Nolans, 0'Bymes, and OTooles.» In 1387 
the Earl of Ormonde was again at variance with the

lords to the Irish chiefis when they 
wlshed to obtain their aid and alli- 
ance. The custom was eesentially 
IriBh, and the acceptance of such 
feea was an acknowledgment of 
sul^ection to the giver, aa may be 
seen from " The Book of Bights," 
published by the Celtic Society. 
Teigue 0*Carrol, Prince of Ely 
0'CazTol, married Ormonde*6 seoond 
siBter, Joan, who died of the plague 
in 1383.

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Earl of Desmond, and the Marquis of Dublin, as Lord of 
Ireland, appointed the Earl of Ealdare to try and bring 
about a permanent reconciliation between them ; ^ in the 
May of the next year Ormonde was at Clonmel, the chief 
town of his Palatinate or Liberty of Tipperary,^ and on 
the 12th of the foUowing August he obtained license 
to absent himself, with three servants, from Ireland,' 
when it is likely he went to attend on the Eing in 
England. , The 0'Kennedys of Upper Ormond had in his 
father's time taken the EarFs chief fortress, the castle of 
Nenagh, and expelled all the English gentlemen and free- 
holders of that district. This seems to have caused 
the third Earl to reside chiefly on his property in the 
county of Kilkenny, where, at Gowran, he built a castle,*

^ This castle, which stood an 
obstinate siege against the fortses 
of Cromwell in 1649, is now utterly 
destroyed. Earl James also built 
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whence he was often called " Earl of Gowran." In 
September 1392 he purchased, fipom Sir Hugh le Des- 
penser, Eilkenny Castle and that portion of the great 
De Clare seigniory of Kilkenny acquired in the early 
part of the reign of Edward II. by an earlier Hugh le 
Despenser, in right of his wife Eleanor eldest daughter 
of Oilbert de Clare, Earl of Gloucester and Hertford and 
Lord of Kilkenny.^ 

In the meantime Richard had made his favourite, De 
Vere, Marquis of Dublin and Duke of Ireland, and con- 
ferred on him " with a glad heart, and as much as in him 
lay, the entire land and dominion of Ireland." The sole 
reservation in the Patent (excepting some pre-existing 
rights) waa the King's feudal superiority, The new 
Lord of Ireland was empowered to coin money in his 
own name, use his private arms^ on the Great Seal, 
and emblazon them on his banner which was to be 
carried in battle, and before the troops, instead of 
the King*s ; and "Robertus Marchio Dublinii" dis- 
places the accustomed "Ricardus Rex" in the Patent 
Rolls of Ireland. On the downfell of de Vere in 
1387, the government was administered by Alexander 
Balscot, Bishop of Meath, Lord Chancellor of Ireland, 
and Richard White, Prior of Kilmainham ; and in 1388 
Balscot was censiired for still using De Vere's seal in 
public documents, and advancing his banners and pen- 
nons in military operations.^ In 1389 Sir John Stajiley 
was appointed Lord Lieutenant by the King for three

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years.^ About tliis time Ormonde forwarded to England 
a "message" from the Commons of Ireland, and wrote 
conoeming it to the Dukes of Surrey and Exeter, the 
Eing's Council, and the Earl of Marche, urgently repre- 
senting that Bichard's personal presence in Ireland was 
greatly desired.* 

In 1393 the Earl of Ormonde was made Lord Justice 
of Ireland, by Patent dated May 31,' for one year from 
the foUowing 24th of June, and by indenture between

Ormonde on matters of State, eyen 
were he not the son of the man 
acknowledged by Bichard to bethe 
heir to the Crown which Henry had 
just assumed. The period is also 
fixed by the mention of the [half] 
brothers of Bichard II.

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himself and the Eong was granted for hia enteriainment 
as Lord Justice 3,000 marks a year.^ On July 25th 
the term of office was extended during the Eing's 
pleasure, and on the same day Richard wrote to 
the Coundl of Ireland, informing them that he had 
made the Earl of Marche Lord Lieutenant, in place 
of his uncle the Duke of Gloucester, and appointed 
the Earl of Ormonde to fill the office of Lord Justice 
imtil the Earl of Marche should go to Ireland.^ There 
is also a Letter under the Privy Seal dated July 
25th, addressed to the Earl of Ormonde by the King, 
thanking him for his diligence and loyal service, and 
the labour he had undergone in the safeguard of the 
land, informing him that he had made him Lord Justice 
of Ireland, and had sent over with the Archbishop 
of Dublin, whom he had appointed Lord Chancellor of 
Ireland^ a force of men-at-arms and archers, and a sum 
of 2,000 marks to be expended along with the revenues 
of Ireland, in the govemment thereof.* The King enjoins 
him also to act with the advice of the Lord Chancellor, 
the Bishop of Meath, and the others of his Council there.

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The Patent and this Letter under the Privy Seal were 
transmitted by the hands of John Elyngham, Sergeant at 
Arms, and reached the Earl at his castle of Carrick-on-Suir 
on Thursday, October the 8th.* He immediately wrote to 
the Bishop of Meath announcing his appointment, and re- 
questing that, as he had to attend a parley with Mac Mur- 
rough at Tillaghin Offelmythe (TuUow, co. Carlow) on 
. the Monday following, the Bishop would summon a Qreat 
Council to meet at Castledermot in order to consult about 
the public safety, feeling that the burden Of Oovemor im- 
posed on him was a heavy and difficult task on account 
of the miserable condition of the land. At this Oreat

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Clane on 5th of that month, and at ELilkenny on the 9th. 
He remained at Carrick-on-Suir from from the llth to 
the 15th, on which day he went to New Boss, and from 
thence by Waterford back to Carrick-on-Suir on the 16th, 
and at his castle there spent his Christmas. The Earl was 
at Waterford on the 31st December, and remained there 
imtil January 12th 1393. We find him at Eolkenny on 
the 21st, at his newly acquired Castle, where a Parlia- 
ment was assembled about the 27th of that month, 
which detained him there for some time as he did not 
leave until February the 20th. By March 2nd, the Lord 
Justice had reached Trim, and was at Drogheda on the 
llth and 12th. He was at Dublin on the 16th, and 
again at Trim on the 18th of the jnonth, and remained 
to the 27th, on which day we find him again at Drog- 
heda, remaining until the 30th. The Ist of April found 
the Lord Justice at Trim, and he was there imtil the 
16th ; from the 23rd to the 25 th he was at Dublin, and 
again at Drogheda on the 29th of that month, as appears 
by an entry which is the latest in date, although not 
the last, on the Roll. The Patent and Close Bolls of 
Chancery show that the Earl was at Elilkenny on the 
26th of April, at Naas May the 12th, at Carlow on 
the 16th and 18th, and at Naas again on the 22nd. 
As Lord Justice he attests records at Dublin on the 
29th and on June the 3rd; he was at Naas on the 
next day, and back to Dublin on the 12th of that 
month. 

In July 1393, Thomas of Woodstock, Duke of Glou- 
cester, had been appointed Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
but as he nev er came over, the Earl of Ormonde continued 
to act as Lord Justice. He was at Eilkenny on November 
the 19th in that year, where he tested a writ directed to 
the Seneschal of the Liberty of Wexford, stating that he 
purposed to spend the ensuing Christmas at Ross, and 
ordering the Seneschal, imder the penalty of one hundred 
pounds, to provide the supplies needed for his lodging 
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(hoBpicium suum)^ there. That the Earl of Ormonde 
held office until Richard's arrival in person seems almost 
certain.^ He summoned a Parliament at EjQkenny on 
February the 14th 1394, but the Ediig's affairs requiring 
his presence at Munster it did not meet, and there is 
proof that he was Lord Justice up to March Ist.' It is, 
however, stated that Sir Thomas le Scrope was appointed 
Deputy in July.* 

Richard II. landed in Ireland on the 2nd of October 
1394, accompanied by many of the highest nobles of Eng- 
land, and with an army of 4,000 knights and esquires, 
and 30,000 archers. The Earl of Ormonde joined the 
Eing at Waterford, immediately after his debarcation at 
that port;^ and conducted an imsuccessful expedition 
against the 0'Connors of Offaly. Nearly aU Ireland, 
outside Leinster, excepting the seaport and principal 
corporate towns, may be said to have been at this 
time independent of English rule. Of the conquering 
Anglo-Norman leaders amongst whom Ireland was di- 
vided two centuries before, and who had dislodged the 
Irish from the plains and fertile lands, there remained 
represented in the male line but the Earls of Ormonde, 
Eildare, and Desmond. Even in Leinster Art Mac 
Murrough, assuming the kingly title, openly defied the 
English power. £ut though * Bichard, at the head of 
an army abnost equal to that which conquered at 
Cr^y, was unable to recover what was lost by 
the resurgence of the natives, yet he won a seeming 
submission from their chiefs, who felt his power, and

" Ardrigb/' Richard laid aside ihe standard of England 
and raised the banner of Edward the Confessor. This 
" was veiy pleasing to the Irish . . . who paid their 
homage in like manner as was done to Saint Edward." 
" Four of the most potent kings in Ireland " and many 
cbieftains submitted to the Englisb monarch, ''but more 
from iove and good-humour, than by battle or foroe." 
Ormonde, " who understood and spoke Irisb well/' and 
was known to 0'Neill, O^Brien, 0'Connor, and Mac Mur- 
rougb both in peace and war, took infinite pains to in* 
duce these provincial Eings to come to Dublin. Bichard 
offered to knight them, and they assented ; although, as 
they 8aid, being kiiig'8 sons, they were knighte already 
from their boyhood. Henry Castide — ^an English squire, 
wbo some years before, on an expedition led by the 
Earl against the Mac Murroughs, was taken prisoner, 
had married the daughter of his captor, a chief of that 
sept, and long dwelt amongst them more from liking 
than from force — was appointed their attendant; and 
Ormonde himself prepared them for the order of knight- 
hood which Bicbard conferred on them after they had 
complied with all the rules of chivahy.^ 

It appears by the tests in the Irish Patent and Close 
Bolls of the 18th year of his reign, that Richard was 
frequently at Elilkenny in the spring of 1395. The 
Earl of Ormonde was amongst those summoned to a 
Qreat Council held there shortly after Easter in that 
year,^ and it; was probably on this occasion that the 
King stood sponsor to Ormonde's second son, who was 
named Richard ^ after his Royal godfather. 

The Eing retumed to England in May 1395, leaving 
the next in succession to the Crown, Mortimer, Earl of

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Marche, Lord Lieutenaat of Ireland. In 1397, Onnonde 
accompanied the Lord Lieutenant against the 0'Bymes, 
whose country they wasted, and took the principal house 
of their chieftain ; but the Eail of Marche was shortly 
after slain in a fray with them and the OTooles at 
Kellistown, in the present county of Carlow. At the 
time of Bichard's second expedition Ormonde was in 
England and accompanied him when he landed in 
Ireland on June 1, 1399.^ 

Henry IV., in thc third year of his reign, made the 
Earl of Ormonde Constable of Ireland. In 1404, he 
was elected to the Justiceship by the Council on the 
sudden departure of Sir Stephen Le Scrope, the Lord 
Deputy,^ and in this office, notwithstanding his request

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held a Parliament in Dublin. He was acknowledged 
by the Irish Annalists to have been "head of the 
prowess of Erinn."^ The Earl died at his Castle of 
Gowran, after retuming from an invasion of the 
0*Connor's country. 

Being so much connected with the Govemment of 
Ireland, it is not surprising that some of its Becords 
should have passed into the Earl of Ormonde's keep- 
ing; and considering the &te which has befallen the 
early Records of the Edng's Council in Ireland, it would 
have been fortunate had others of the same nature 
been preserved in the muniment room at Eilkenny 
Castle. Although not its legitimate place of custody, 
the existence of the Boll there is not difficult of explana- 
tion when we recollect that the condition of Ireland at 
that period rendered it absolutely necessary that the re- 
presentative of the crown, be he Lord Ideutenant, Lord 
Deputy, or Lord Justice, should be iil a great degree 
itinerant,^ visiting the various districts where his pre- 
sence was required as chief govemor. It is a matter 
of certainty that the members of Eing's Coundl con- 
stantly attended the chief govemor in his movements. 
Wherever a Great CouncU was summoned, they formed 
a part of it. They were present wherever a Parliament 
was held. Dublin, the capital of the Island, was no 
doubt their usual place of meeting, and there the Becords 
of the Council ought ordinarily and regularly be pre- 
served; it is easy to conceive, however, that at some 
period towards the close of the Earl of Ormonde's office

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of, if not up to, the arrival of Biehaxd on the oc* 
casion of his first visit to Ireland, the Council may 
have met (as we know from the Boll itself it frequently 
did meet) at Eilkenny, and the Lord Justice would 
naturally convene it in the great hall of his Castle 
of Kilkenny.^ There the Boll might have been left 
for safe custody and never removed to Dublin, having 
possibly been forgotten during the troubled years that 
ensued. £ut in what way soever occurring, it cannot 
be regretted that the Boll should not have been laid up 
in its legitimate place of custody. Had it been so, it 
most likely would have perished when the Council Office 
in Dublin, with nearly all the Becords it contained, was 
destroyed by fire A.D. 171 !>' even if it had not been lost, 
as were the earlier Council Books, at previous periods.^ 

The existence of this BoU was unknown down to 
the year 1850, when the Editor, by permission of the 
late Marquis of Ormonde, was given firee access to the 
muniment room at Eilkenny Caatle. In the course 
of his researches there was found a BoU of consider- 
able length, consisting of skins of parchment stitched 
together^ and written chiefly in French, with a few 
entnes in Latin. On examination it proved to be for

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the greater part a record of the petitions presented to 
/ the Lord Justice and Council of Ireland, with the An- 
awers and Orders, bearing date in the 16th year of 
Bichard II. The RoU had been somewhat injured by 
damp on the outside, and one membrane, if not more, 
was missing at the commencement, where the marks 
of stitching were apparent ; there was no general head- 
ing, and the writing began in the middle of a petition. 
Nothing seemed wanting at the end, as a space of three 
inches was lefb blank which showed no indication 
of having been stitched to further skins of parchment. 
The commencement of the Becord was in so fragile 
a condition, that it suffered injury every time it was 
unrolled. It was therefore resolved by Lord Ormonde to 
take the Roll asunder and get it strongly bound in 
large folio size, lining the decayed membranes with 
linen. This was done by a carefal and expert book- 
binder under the £ditor's inspection, and the foUowing 
certificate, entered by him at the time, stands at the 
commencement of the volume : — 

" I hereby certify that the several parts of the ensu- 
ijig document foUow in the same sequence as in the 
original rotular form; and the reason of my know- 
ledge is that I took asunder the BoU, numbering each 
skin as separated from the remainder, and also each 
portion of a skin when it was necessary so to divide 
the same, and that I have examined the several pages 
of this book, and find that the binder has faithfiiUy 
observed the order in which I deHvered the parchments 
to him. 

" Witness my hand, this 6th day of May 1851. 

" James Qraves." 

It may be mentioned here that the foUos are aU 
mounted on Unen guards, and that no part of the parch- 
ment has been inserted into the back, and none cut 
away at the fore-edge, top, or bottom, of the volume. 
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Wheiher the RoU, as originally written by the Clerk 
of the Council,^ commenced with the sixteenth regnal 
year of Richard II., in June 1392, or with the time of 
Ormonde^s appointment as Lord Justice on May Slst of 
that year, it is now impossible to know. The enrol- 
ments terminate, without any sign of imperfection, on 
April 25th, 1393, so that the regnal year is not com- 
pleted. The Roll, as it at present exists, comprises two 
hundred and fourteen entries, written on twenty-one 
membranes or skins of parchment, which are on an 
average 11 J inches wide. The Clerk who made the enrol- 
ments seems often to have engrossed the petitions before 
they were considered by the Lord Justice and Council, 
leaving a space for the endorsements or answers, which, 
in a few cases, were never enrolled, having been, perhaps, 
never endorsed on the original petitions. In no case is 
there a date to be found in the petitions themselves, but 
this is supplied by the endorsements when enrolled, 
and hence several of the dates are not consecutive : the 
4th of November, for instance, coming after the 3rd, and 
the 20th of February after the 4th of March, &c. Some- 
times the spaces left for the endorsement are too small, 
and these entries are much crowded. Frequently the 
entries of the endorsements are in a hand and ink differ- 
ent from the petition, as in Nos. 102 and 103. There 
is a change of handwriting in several portions of the 
Roil, but not more than two scribes were employed, 
although some parts are written much more carefiilly

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than others. The Fiants, Warrants, Writs, &c. entered 
on the RoU are mostly in Latin, as are also the Privy 
Seals; some of them are, however, in French. The 
Petitions with their endorsements are invariably in the 
latter language.^ 

The value of the manuscript as serving to throw 
light on the histoiy of Ireland at a period of which 
so.little is known was fully understood by the late 
Marquis of Ormonde, whose untimely death arrested its 
intended publication. Some years afber, it was selected 
to form one of the series of Chronicles and Memorials 
of Great Britain and Ireland ; and the Marchioness of 
Ormonde, on the part of her son, the present Marquis, 
then a minor, consented to the printing of the Roll, and 
permitted the Editor to retain it in his keeping, whilst 
the work was passing through the press, for the purpose 
of coUation ; also allowing him to make ftirther search 
amongst the Ormonde manuscripts for documents serving 
to illustrate the history of the Council, several of which 
will be found in the Appendix. An exhaustive examina-

A fac-simile of four of the entries on the Roll (No.101-4, 
pp. 108-112 infra) is prefixed to this volume. 

Of the documents printed in the Appendix the two 
first, which are in French, are conneeted in time and 
subject with the Council Roll, one being a letter from 
King Bichard II. to Alexander de Balscot, Bishop of 
Meath, the Eeeper of the Qreat Seal, and the rest of 
the Council of Ireland, informing them that he had 
discharged the Duke of Oloucester from the lieutenancy 
of Ireland, and appointed the Earl of Marche in his 
place, in whose absence he had made the Earl of Or- 
monde Lord Justice. The other is a letter fix)m the 
King to the Eari of Ormonde himself, informing him 
that he had appointed him Lord Justice until such time 
as the Earl of Marche should go to Ireland. In both 
documents the appointment of the Archbishop of Dublin 
as Lord Chancellor is announced. 

The third document, also in French, which, as well as 
the two preceding ones, is preserved in the Cotton MSS. 
in the British Museum, is a communication from the 
Governor or Guardian of Ireland, Bishop Alexander de 
Balscot, and the Council, to Henry IV. It throws con- 
siderable light on the state of Ireland immediately after 



^ There are, however, preserved 
in the mnmment room, Kilkenny 
Castle, three thick folio volumes, 
being Petitions and Answers of a 
character very similar to those en- 
tered on the BoU. Vol. I. begins 
April 14, 1663, ond ends Kovem- 
ber 23rd following ; Vol. II. begins 
April 27, 1664, its last entry being 
23rd of Maj 1666 ; Vol. III. com- 
mences 23rd of May 1666, and the 
last entry is dated lOth September 



1669. Most of the answers to the 
petitions are dated at Dublin Castle, 
but some were considered at Eil- 
kenny Castle. They relate to the 
period of the chief govemorships of 
James, Ist Duke of Ormonde, and 
of his son the Earl of Ossory, as 
his Deputy. There is also extant 
amongst the manuscripts at Kil- 
kenny Castle a large mass of the 
original Petitions, with the Answers 
endorsed on them. 
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the deposition of Bichard II., to which period it must be 
referred, as BaLscot, Bishop of Meath, was Guardian of 
Ireland for two months afber the accession of Henry. 
This has been already printed, but it is given in the 
Appendix from the original, as it is the only known 
record of the proceejlings of the King's Oouncil in 
Ireland at this important crisis. 

The fourth artide in the Appendix is an Inspeximua 
of an inrolment in Chancery, and relates to the period 
when, in 1404, as abeady stated (p. xxi mpra), the Earl 
of Ormonde was elected Lord Justice by the Oouncil, after 
Sir Stephen le Scrope, Deputy to Thomas of Lancaster, 
"ran away" (p. 272 infra) without consulting the 
Oouncil, or providing for the Govemment in his absence. 
This is printed from the original Patent preserved in the 
muniment room at Ejlkenny Oastle, and illustrates the 
constitution of the Great OoimciL The prelates, mag- 
nates, chief men, dergy, and commons meet,^ by sum- 
mons, before the Lord Justice and Eing's Oouncil, thus 
constituting the Great Ooimdl, which grants a subsidy 
fbr the expenses of the Govemment. The inrohnent is 
not now to be f ound in the Patent RoUs of Ohancery in 
Ireland. 

The fifth document is printed in the Appendix from 
the original in the Ootton MSS., British Museimi. 
James, the fourth Earl of Ormotide, was but foarbeen 
years of age at his father's death in 1405.^ His ward- 
ship was granted that same year to Henry the Fourth's 
second son, Thomas of Lancaster, then Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland. In 1407 the young Earl accompanied the 
Lord Deputy, Sir Stephen le Scrope, in a successful 
expedition against the Irish of Leinster, defeating Mac- 
Murrough, 0'Nolan, and 0'Oarroll with great slaughter.

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BAb £Either had given him a good education, and it is 
eyident that he was qualified, at a veiy early age, to 
take part in public affairs. Had we not certain proof it 
would seem ahnost incredible that in his sixteenth year 
he should be entrusted by the King with the govem- 
ment of Ireland.^ As Deputy he held a Parliament at 
Dublin during the spring of 1408. In the following 
July the Lord lieutenant, Prince Thomas of Lancaster, 
came to Ireland in person : he was received by the Lord 
Deputy, his ward,^ and swom into office on the second 
of August. Ormonde, then seventeen, won the Prince's 
friendship, and accompanied him on his retum to England 
in 1410. In the autumn of the next year,' when just of 
age, he foUowed Prince Thomas, then Duke of Clarence, 
to France, and probably fought under him at Agincourt 
in 1415. On the second invasion of France in 1417 
Ormonde, "with a grete mayne," served under Henry 
in>rson, and in 1418 took a leading part in the siege of 
Rouen,* where he was posted next Clarence in the leager.

was present at Henry's coronation in Paris. At this time 
liis first wife, daughter to the Earl of Kildare, died with- 
out issue, and he married soon after Elizabeth, widow of 
John Lord Grey, and daughter to William Beauchamp, 
Lord Bergaveny, through the will of whose mother, Joan 
Lady Bergaveny, Ormonde's eldest son succeeded to such 
large possessions in England that he became a powerful 
English nobleman, being created Earl of Wiltshire in 
1449, his father being yet alive. 

The complete reduction of Ireland, which Richai'd II., 
notwithstanding his two expeditions, failed in accom- 
plishing, would probably have been successfid had 
Henry V. devoted thereto his energy and ability, in- 
stead of being led away to the more dazzling but firuit- 
less conquest of Fiunce. Ormonde felt that the cost and 
f orces vainly expended to maintain the conquest there 
would secure the complete reduction of Ireland, and the 
author of " The Libel of English Policy," written about 
the year 1436, states that he had suggested it : — 

** I herde a man speke to me fiille late, 
Whyche was a lorde of ful grete astate, 
That expensis of one yere don in Fraunce 
Werred on men, weUe wylled, of puissaunce, 
Thys sayd grounde of Yrelonde to conquere. 
And yit because Englonde myght not forbere 
Thys seyd expensis gedred in one yere, 
But in iij. or iiij. gadred up here. 
Myght wynne Yrelonde to a fynalle conquest, 
In one soole yere to sette us alle in reste." 

Lord Welles came to Ireland as Lord Lieutenant in 
1438 ; but only making a short stay, the Earl of Or- 
monde was appointed his Deputy, whichr oflSce he held

HenTj IV. was Margaret Taaf, an 
Irishwoman of good family. — ^Rot.

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with a short intennission until the early part of 1442. 
Whilst Deputy he held a Parliament at Dublin on the 
16th of November, 1441 ; and it appears fix)m the sixth 
document printed in the Appendix that he must have 
been appointed Lord lieutenant in the room of Lord 
Welles before the 5th of June 1442, for he is at that date 
termed " Locumtenens Domini Regis." His tenure of 
these offices is thus stated in the record of the Oreat 
Coundl held at Drogheda on June 26th, 1444, viz., "for 
one year Deputy to Lord Welles, and for two years and 
more Lieutenant of the King himself " (see p. 308 vafra), 
This places Ormonde's appointment as Lord lieutenant 
some time before June 1442, which is a year before the 
date given by Ware, and generally accepted. It is pro- 
bable, however, that a still earlier date should be fixed, 
for a letter from the Eing to the Chancellor of Ireland,^ 
dated on the 24th of the previous March, which men- 
tions Ormonde as having been Deputy when the Parlia- 
ment was held in Dublin in November 1441, clearly 
implies that the Earl had been appointed Lord laeu- 
tenant a considerable time before the reception of the 
message sent by that Parliament. Archbishop Talbot, 
and White, Abbot of St. Mary's, Dublin, had gone to 
England early in 1442 with the message alluded to 
and answered in this letter ; but the Archbishop and 
his fellow " messengers '' were also the bearers of a 
representation agreed on by a strong party in that 
Parliament, led by Archbishop Talbot, and hostile to 
Ormonde, and the Archbishop himself seems to have 
been the author of this fifth article of the Appendix, 
there printed from a contemporary MS. in the Cotton Col- 
lection, which is now imperfect at the commencement. 
It has been abready given in the Ap^endix to the fifth 
volume of the " Proceedings, &c. of the Privy Council in

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England " (p. 317), where the lcuyimce are filled up from 
a modem transcript in the Additional MS. 4793, fol. 
10 b, the completed heading of which runs as follows : —

londe of you Soverain Lorde of Irelonde, as in substance 
for asmoche as longethe him for to eheiv y^ cause 
why it ia nether provffitable to yov^ Soverain Lorde nor 
for the welfare of your saide lande that the Erlle of 
Ormonde be Lieutenaimt of the same londe."

to the Lords and Commons in the late Parliament as- 
sembled to have him for their govemor, they would not 
have asked to have a powerful English noble sent to 
govem Ireland,^ and have passed over Ormonde, who 
was there present bs Deputy to Lord Welles — ^nay, that 
his appointment was deprecated by the Gentlemen and 
Commons — and he was in consequence bound by strict 
indenture to ''kepe the peas, and be at goode rule 
during the tyme that he were Depute to the saide 
Lieutenaunt." The Articles* also state that he was 
aged, unwieldy, and feeble, and having in consequence 
been unable to defend his own castles, towns, and lord-

brother Archbishop Talbot (see p. x. 
8upra) that did not make the yari- 
ance between them the Icbb bitter. 
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ships^ most of which were lost for lack of labour, was 
not likely to keep, conquer, or gain any for the Eang. 
He had made Irishmen and his grooms and pages of 
his honsehold knights of the shire to support him in 
Parliament, and was guilty of oertain specified ill^al 
acts of tyranny and oppression. He was impeached 
of many acts of treason by the Earl of Marche, Lord 
Grey, and Lord Talbot^ which as yet stood undeter* 
mined. There were other misdeeds of the Earl which 
the Archbisbop might not declare because of his '' order/* 
but Lord Welles, Lord Dudley, and Sir Thomas Stan- 
ley, sometime Lieutenants of Ireland, and Qiles Thom- 
don, the Lord Treasurer, if summoned before the Eing, 
would prove them. These representations were not 
without effect, as appears by the foUowing memorandum 
of the orders of the English Privy Council held " in y« 
Kynges Gret Chambre at Shene," August 20th, 1442 :'— 

" As touching Irlande. The Lieutenaunt of Irlande 
to be sende for to come hider in alle haste. 

" Tharchbisshope of Dyvelynn to abide. 

" Indifferent men toccupie. 

" Giles Thomdoun, Treasurer of Irlande, to come before 
y^ Kyng and to be sworene which bethe moost indiffe- 
rent men in Irlande toccupie ]>office [as] deputees, and 
also to gyve upe in artides alle J?* he wol write for J?® 
Kinge and ayenst any other persones." 

The Treasurer's report, which is extant and has been 
printed in the " Proceedings, &c. of the Privy Council of 
England " from a contemporairy MS. in the Cotton Col- 
lection, is an able and impartial one, and does not bear 
unduly on either party.*

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cellor Wogan, a member of the Coimcil, the artides 
sent to him by the King imder his Privy Seal, they 
were read from a copy procured from another source, 
and the Earl of Ormonde requested the Council, ex- 
cepting the Chancellor, to retire and consider whether 
the said artides were true, and what answer they 
should retum to the King as their testimony thereon. 
Whereon retiring to another apartment of the Monas- 
tery, and having ftiUy considered the charges, they 
retumed to the Council Chamber, and by the mouth 
of Edward Somerton, Serjeant-at-Law, as their Prolo- 
cutor, gave their unanimous answer to the effect that 
they had never heard that any artides had been con- 
sidered or desired by the Parliament alluded to relative 
to sending over an English nobleman as Lord Lieu- 
tenant. That it was not true that the Earl had made 
bishmen and grooms and the pages of his household 
Eiiights of the Shire, or taken fines to excuse the non- 
attendance of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal at Par- 
liament ; that they had never heard that the majority 
of the Parliament had desired that he should be bound 
by indenture for his good behaviour when he was made 
Deputy to Lord Welles. And then in full Coimcil, the 
Chancellor being present, the artide which accused the 
Earl of having caused Philip Stoyle, Prior of Conal, to be 
imprisoned in the Castle of 0'Dwyre, an Lishman and 
the Ejng's enemy, where he was treated with great 
" duresse," and forced to pay a ransom of 100 marks, being 
read, the said Prior appeared in person and totally dis- 
proved the allegation, whilst the Earl also cleared himself 
of two other similar diarges. On the same day, before 
the Council, to the diarge that he was old, unwieldly, 
and unfit for active exertion, the Earl replied that he 
was ready to leave that matter to the King's own judg- 
ment, and to appear before him in person whenever he 
was pleased to send for him ; and as to the insinuation 
that he was not likely to keep the King's castles, towns. 
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or lordships, or recover the same for His Majesty, seeing 
that for lack of labour he had lost all his own, the Earl 
replied that it was well known to the whole of Ireland 
that he had kept all the castles, towns^ and lordships, 
which on his coming of age in the 13th year of Henry IV., 
he had received out of the King's hands, in as good state 
and better than they were delivered to him.^ And 
lastly, as to the charge that the Earl of Marche, Lord 
Grey, and Lord Talbot had in time past impeached the 
Earl of many great treasons, which stood yet imdeter- 
mined, the Lord Lieutenant stated before the Coundl that 
the Earl of Marche had never impeached him^ or proposed 
anjrthing against him ; the Earl of Marche and Lord 
Grey were now dead, but if Lord Talbot^ who was still 
aJive, or any one in the name of the deceased Lords 
Marche and Grey wished to make any accusation of 
treason against him^ he was ready to defend and dear 
himsetf by his own hand, when and where the Eing 
should appoint. This document is partly in English 
and partly in Latin. 

The seventh article in the Appendix is a letter, 
in English,' from the Chancellor, Eichard Wogan, to 
Henry VI., stating that he was charged by the Eing 
to report in as secret a way as possible on the artides 
against the Earl of Ormonde, and that he had refiised 
to divulge them before the Council when required by 
the Earl; but that, notwithstanding, having been sur- 
reptitiously communicated to the Lord Lieutenant, they 
had been brought before the Council and the Earl ex- 
cused of part of them, but that this arose irom dread 
of him as Lord Lieutenant ; and that of part thereof 
the Earl had not been excused, and that although he 
had been unwilling to have the proceedings thereon 
enroUed yet that Robert Dyke, Clerk of the RoIIs, had

dnring his mmority, whikt his pos- 
seBsions were in the Eing^s hands. 
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done so, being in fear of his life if he refused, and 
that the exemplification thereof had been most un- 
willingly sealed by him as Chancellor,^ but he was told 
by the Coimcil that he must do so as they had been 
enrolled. He begs the King to enable him to appoint 
a deputy if the Earl " be not better lorde *' to him than 
hitherto. 

Ormonde was not, on this occasion, recalled, and Henry 
made known to both sides his wili that the discords 
between them, so prejudicial to the reahn, should 
cease. An order was made under the Privy Seal that 
the Earl and the Archbishop should appear in England, 
at the Easter of 1443, and answer such complaints as 
had been put in against them, but the letters, although 
made and sealed, were withheld by the Eing's com- 
mand.^ 

The eighth document in the Appendix is printed fipom 
the original Patent in the Muniment Room of the Marquis 
of Ormonde, at Eilkenny Castle, and is a sequel to the pre- 
ceding one. It appears that Eichard Wogan, the hostile 
Chancellor, and one of the Talbot faction, could no longer 
bear the " heavy lordship " of the Lieutenant, and with- 
drew to England without consulting the Council or leaving 
the Great Seal in the hands of a Deputy. On July 21st, 
1442, Ormonde held a meeting of iJie King's Council in 
the Council Chamber within the Castle of Dublin ; nine 
members of the Council are named, and others are said 
to be present. At this Council was considered the fact 
that at a Qreat Council held at Naas on the Friday next 
before the feast of the Translation of St. Thomas the 
Martyr (July 7), when the Chancellor should have by

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word of mouth dedared and expounded to the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal and Commons there assembled 
the cause of summoning the said Council, and the busi- 
ness of the country, as was the custom, he was found to 
have withdrawn himself suddenly by night, with one 
attendant only, cacrying the Great Seal along with 
him. Whereon^ hearing that he had gone to Dublin, 
the Lord Lieutenant adjoumed the Great Council to that 
city, and by order of the said Council directed a King's 
writ to the Chancellor directing him to appear at tiie 
said Great Council in Dublin on the Monday after the 
feast of St. Thomas the Apostle (July 25) with the 
Great Seal, and show cause of his retirement. In the 
meantime the Lord Lieutenant and Eing's Council came 
to Dublin and made many attempts to communicate 
with the Chancellor, and at last leamed that he had 
taken ship at Howth for Wales, without delivering up 
the Great Seal to the Lieutenant or Council, or into the 
King's Treasury ; but in whose custody it was left they 
could not leam. But proclamation having been made 
that any one retaining it should on pain of life and goods 
give it up to the Lord Lieutenant and Council on a 
certain day> a Friar Preacher named Thomas Nortoun, 
delivered into the Treasury a casket sealed with a signet, 
bearing the images of the Crucifixion with St. Mary and 
St. John, and being questioned by the Council, dedared 
that on the day when he gave up the casket, a certain 
man had come to him for confession, and amongst other 
things acknowledged that he had the said casket con- 
taining the Great Seal in his keeping, which he delivered 
because of the proclamation, and so he (Nortoim) de- 
posited it as soon as possible in the Treasury, but refused 
to say whether the man was a cleric or a layman. The 
casket, having been opened in the presence of the Lord 
Lieutenant, the Treasurer, and the rest of the Council, 
was found to contain the Great Seal enclosed in a leather 
bag sealed with the same seal as was the casket. Then, 
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at the Council on the same 21st day of Jiily, the seal was 
delivered to the Lord Lieutenant, who opening it foiind 
in each part of the seal &esh white wax, resulting, as it 
appeared to the Lieutenant and Coundl, &om a.recent 
sealing. It was then swom by the Keepers of the Rolls 
and the Hanaper, and by Walter Mape, the Spigumal or 
"Wax-warmer of the Chancery, and others who were wont 
to be about the sealings of the said Qreat Seal, that there 
wa3 no sign of the said wax when they last saw the seal 
used. And finally, by the Lord Lieutenant and Council, 
on the same day, Sir Richard FitzEustace was, according 
to the custom of the land, appointed Chancellor during 
pleasure by Letters Patent under the Great, Seal to 
obviate delay in the business of Chancery and the 
great evils and inconvenience that would arise to both 
the King and the lieges in the event of the Chancellor- 
ship being vacant, and the Great Seal not otherwise 
available. 

The ninth document in the Appendix is printed from 
a parchment roU preserved in the Muniment Room of 
the Marquis of Ormonde. It is a contemporary but 
apparently unofficial copy of an enrohnent in Chan- 
cery, which is not now to be found on record. On 
the 27th of October 1442, in the chapel of St. John, 
within the parish church of St. Peter at Drogheda, the 
Lord Lieutenant declared before the King's Council, of 
whom eight are named, and of whom Sir Richard Fitz- 
Eustace, Knight (no longer Chancellor), was one ; that 
on the 19th of the same month he was informed by 
messengers from Talbot, Archbishop of Dublin, that 
he had been made Lord Chancellor by letters patent 
from the King, and desired to have the Great Seal 
delivered to hiih. To this the Lord Lieutenant replied 
that the Archbishop should receive a fitting answer 
from him at the Council shortly to be held, for he 
never acted in important matters without the advice of 
the King's Coundl. The Archbishop having appeared 
accordingly on Friday the 21st, at a Council held by the 
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Lord lieuienant in the chapel of St. John, within the 
parish chnrch of St. Peter, Drogheda, dedared his appoint- 
ment, and desired to have the Great Seal delivered to 
him. Being asked whether he had taken the oath of 
office^ he said that he had, and that it was of record in the 
Chancery ; but not having the record thereof to produce, 
the Lord Lieutenant said that he proposed holding a 
Council within eight days, and that he would give him 
an answer on producing the record. The Council met 
accordingly on the 27th, and the Archbishop dedared 
by a deputation that he had been appointed Chancellor 
by the King, by virtue of the Royal Letters Patent, had 
sat in the Chancery, and, so far as he could, transacted 
the business of the Chancellorship, and desired that the 
Great Seal should be delivered to him, as without it he 
could not fully discharge his office. The reply of the Lord 
Lieutenant was a persistence in the demand for proof by 
record; and word was sent to the Archbishop that the 
Lord Lieutenant and Council would await him there on 
the aftemoon of the same day, but the Archbishop did not 
comply. On the next day (the 28th) the demand for the 
Seal was repeated by a constable and esquire of the Arch- 
bishop. To this the Lord Lieutenant replied that he had 
waited in Coundl all day on the previous Saturday for 
the required proofs, that the 28th was the Lord*s Day, 
when all should be engaged in divine service and not 
on secular affairs ;^ but that although he had discharged 



1 This bore hardlj on the Arch- 
bishop.

did not set until his men-at-arms 
had for six miles the execution of 
the flying 0*Connors ; and in 
1420 the sun, as for Joshua of old, 
stood still for three hours whilst 
the Earl, with a few of his followers, 
defeated with great slaughter the 
0'Mores at Athy. These legends 
would not have found a place in 
Annals compiled by churohmen if 
Ormonde was not held to be a 
religious character. 
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ihe Council from attendance he would send round 
and summon such of them as had not left Drogheda 
to meet on the next day, when, if the Archbishop at 
tended or produced proof, he would get a fitting answer. 
The Coimcil met accordingly on the Monday, the 
29th, in the vestry of the said chapel of St. John, but 
the Archbishop did not appear either in person or by 
messenger. 

Whether Archbishop Talbot condescended to show 
proof of his appointment is not on record, but on the 
21st of November in the same year, at a Council 
held in the King's Council Chamber, within the Monas- 
tery of the Blessed Yirgin at Trim, seven members 
of the Council, who are named, being present, the 
Lord lieutenant took the extreme step of removing 
him from the Chancellorship. The charges brought 
against the Archbishop '* inter alia " were that thirteen 
years before he had contemptuously and peremptorily 
refused to affix the Qreat Seal to letters patent ap* 
pointing a certain lord of the land (probably Ormonde 
himself) Deputy to Lord Dudley, who was then Lord 
Lieutenant, and required to pass into England; and this 
refusal he had contumaciously persevered in, until* Lord 
Dudley consented to appoint as Deputy a nominee of 
the Archbishop. He was also accused of alienating the 
King's revenues under the * Great Seal, without con- 
sulting the Lord Lieutenant or his Deputy, and then 
had pledged the Qreat Seal itself for his private use. 
He had held parley with divers Irish enemies of the 
King, contrary to the statutes ; he had beaten the Trea- 
surer of Ireland, Hugh Banent, and the Keeper of the 
Rolls of Chancery, Robert Dyke ; and shortly after the 
feast of St. Michael last past, he had received into his 
manor and palace of St. Sepulchre, in the suburbs of 
the city of Dublin, and eaten and drunk with, a pro- 
daimed traitor. Being repeatedly required by Privy 
Seal to appear before the Lord Lieutenant and Council 
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and having been summoned and solemnly called to 
answer these, as well as other charges which could not 
be mentioned in deference to his order and dignity, and 
having with contempt refused to appear, the Lord Lieu- 
tenant dedared that in the plenitude of the power, and 
by virtue of the Boyal Letters Patent of his Lieutenancy, 
he seized the Chancellorship into the King's hands. The 
Archbishop being thus removed from office, Sir B.ichard 
FitzEustace, who had been appointed Lord Chancellor 
by the Lord Lieutenant on the withdrawal of Wogan 
to England, without appointing a deputy or providing 
for the custody of the Great Seat, but who had been 
after a few months superseded^ by the King's Letters 
Patent, creating the Archbishop Lord Chancellor, was 
made Lord Keeper of the Qreat Seal, and probably held 
it duiing the brief remainder of Ormonde's lieutenancy. 
The following letter to the Council in England, which 
FitzEustace signs as Lord Keeper, has only the monthly 
date of April the 25th, but the year may be fixed at 1443, 
as Bichard Wogan was Lord Chancellor in June 1444.^ 
This year is also assigned as its date from intemal evi- 
dence in the " Proceedings of the Privy Coimcil of Eng- 
land,"-Vol. V., p. 325, where it has ahready been printed. 
The letter is signed by Sir Richard FitzEustace, as Lord 
Keeper, and by Giles Thomdon, Treasurer, on behalf of 
the rest of the Coimcil of Ireland, and is as follows : —

causes, tbat shippes and merchaundiBes of the saide citees 
and towne comyng to Bristow, other to anny other poorte 
in Engeland, be pootte vnder arrest and so to abide tille 
they fynde snyrte that sufficient personcs of the saide cittees

"Writtin atte 
Drogheda nndir that one part of our saide Sovereigne Lorde is 
Gret Seale of his saide lande, the xxv. day of AprieL

There was no money in the Treasuiy to pay the con- 
stables of the Castle of Dublin, the soldiers, or even 
the officers of the King's Courts of Law, Although 
the revenue was insufficient to meet the most neces- 
sary demands on it, yet royal grants were made 
which would further diminish it. The chief seaport 
towns of Cork, Limerick, and Galway refused to pay 
their feefarms, cockets, and customs to the Crown, 
and the only remedy which the Council could suggest 
was that the ships trading from these towns to English 
ports should be seized and detained until these dues 
were paid. The Irish were everywhere pressing on 
the district round Dublin, which soon had to be fenced 
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against them (see p. Ixi. infrd), and so came to be called 
the Pale. As for the rest of Ireland, except in parts of 
Wexford and Cork, and within the few walled towns, 
the Earls of Ormonde, Desmond, and Kildare, and their 
adherents were alone able to hold their districts against 
the natives. Factious division was rife in Dublin and 
the Pale; and although the Earl of Desmond for the 
time took Ormonde's side, the Earl of Kildare and the 
Leinster Geraldines were of the Talbot party. His 
allowance unpaid, the Lord Lieutenant had not spared 
his personal exertions, his own or his friends' means 
in the discharge of his ofBce, but it is evident that 
the condition of Ireland under his govemment must 
have given weight to the complaints of his opponents. 
The tenth document in the Appendix, printed fix)m a'con- 
temporary paper roU preserved in the muniment room at 
Eilknenny Castle, illustrates the state of affairs at this 
time. The Prior of the Military Order of St. John of 
Jerusalem, cousin to the Earl of Kildare, had incited "his 
friends the 0'Briens and OTooles " to capture some of 
the Brethren of the Order on their way to hold a chapter 
at KUmainham ; and soon afber " the said Thomas Fitz- 
Gerald increased his malice against" the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, who had received a letter from the King under 
the Privy Seal, dated June 6th, 1443, expressing his 
confidence in him, and assuring him that he would 
keep in remembrance his good service, but desiring him 
to remain in Ireland, in discharge of his office, notwith- 
standing his wish to repair to the King*s presence 
" for certain matters that touched him." However, early 
in the following year Ormonde was summoned to Eng- 
land by a Royal letter, dated March ISth, to contrive 
measures with the King and his Council, and give his 
advice conceming certain great and chargeable matters 
touching the King's realm, lordships, and subjects, 
" whereof the Earl was right glad, and thanked God that 
he was at liberty to go into England to the King." 
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Robert Manfelde, Usher of the King's Chamber, was the 
bearer of the letter, and before he left, and whilst the 
Lieutenant was arranging for the safe guard of Ire- 
land, and providing shipping for the voyage, the Earl 
sent Privy Seals, as the custom of that land was, to the 
Estates and Gentles, Spiritual and Temporal, of the part. 
of that land where he was at that time, praying them 
to come to the King's town of Drogheda, whilst the 
said Robert Manfelde was there, that he might take true 
report to the King of the state of the said land and of 
the said EarFs goveming them. Then follows an In- 
speximus of the inrohnent in Chancery.of the proceed- 
ings of the Great Council held accordingly at Drogheda, 
on the 24th of June, 1444, in the King's Council Chamber, 
within the Monastery of the Friars Minors. The list of 
those who attended in obedience to the summons is 
nearly perfect, and shows the constitution of these Great 
Coundls, held before the Chief Govemor and King's 
Coimdl. It does not contain the name of Archbishop 
Talbot, who, however, sent a proxy, but it was a figdrly 
representative body for the Pale, i.e,, the counties of 
Dublin and Meath, and part of Kildare and Louth. After 
deliberating apart for some time, they retumed to the 
Council Chamber, and by the mouth of Sir James Alleyne, 
their chosen Prolocutor, dedared that not one single 
person could complain of extortion or injury on tiie 
part of the Lord Lieutenant, but on the contrary, they 
gave him their unanimous thanks for his good and 
gracious govemment, and declared that he was very 
necessary to the land, and that in its defence he had 
endured great and continual labour in his own proper 
person during the three years and upwards of his 
govemment.^ That he had expended for the King's

Bishop of Cork, and his clergj, with 
the Lords Barry, Roche, and others 
in great number, testified about 
this time to his great public Bervices.

honour, and in defence of the said land, all the wages 
he had received from the King, and also the subsidies 
granted him by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal and 
the Commons of the land, and in addition laid out a 
great deal of his own means. Lastly, although they felt 
the great danger incurred by the Lord Lieutenanfs im- 
mediate departure, they would not venture to advise 
him to remain, but they besought the Lord Chancellor 
Wogan, Brother Hugh Midleton, Turcopellarius of 
Bhodes, and the aforesaid Robert Manfelde, Esquire, or 
any of them, to repair as speedily as possible to the 
King's presence, ajid declare to him the urgent necessity, 
on account of the great confederancies of Irish enemies 
and English rebels for the destruction of the King's 
lieges, that the Lord Lieutenant should remain in Ire- 
land imtil ailer the feast of St. Michael next ensuing, in 
order that the liege people might gather in the grain of 
the year, and safely bestow it in their bams, to their 
great comfort, and the confusion of the King's Irish 
enemies. And, moreover, that they should diligently 
labour with the King for the speedy retum of the Lieu- 
tenant to Ireland, all arrears of wages being paid to him, 
and with a good hope of their punctual payment for the 
future : all which they prayed might be enacted. Then 
the Lord Lieutenant ordered that, at their request, the 
foregoing should be enacted, and remain on record in the 
Bolls of Chanceiy. 

The King's Council had met at Drogheda six days 
before (namely, on June 21st), in the vestry of St. Peter's 
Church ; nine members are named as present, amongst 
whom were Archbishop Talbot and Chancellor Wogan, 
and before them and Richard Manfelde, the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, called on Brother Thomas Talbot, one of the 
Brethren of the Hospital of St. John of Jerusalem, in 
Ireland, to declare what he had heard Giles Thomdon, 
then Treasurer of our Lord the King in Ireland, speaJc 
unworthily and calumniously conceming the Lord Lieu- 
tenant. Brother Talbot begged humbly to be excused, but 
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being required to speak the truth, in oonsideration of the 
tie of relationship which existed between him and the 
Earl, he declared that he had heard Thomdon in Arch- 
bishop Talbot*8 Palace of St. Sepulchre, near Dublin, 
desire the said Archbishop to convoke the Commons, and 
make a sedition against the Lord Lieutenant, and that he 
himself would be the first to cut off the EarFs head, and 
bring it in a napkin to the King, because he knew, as he 
aveired, that the King would thank him therefor, and 
that he would receive a reward of a thousand pounds. 
And further, that if Thomdon was present and denied 
these words, that he would avow them to his face, and 
prove them body to body. 

The Earl, shortly after, went to England.^ He had 
been preceded by Thomdon, who made many charges 
against him, and finally he was accused of high treason. 
The accusation was supported by FitzGerald, the Prior 
of Kihnainham, who offered to maintain the charge by 
combat. La the meantime Ormonde had been ordered 
by the King not to go further than forty miles from 
London, except "it be to j?e pilgrimages of Caunterbury." 
This command of the King the Earl swore to obey. He 
was subsequently committed to the Tower, pending the 
trial by combat; but having represented to the King that 
it was most necessary " before the day of bataile to be 
hadde in Smythefelde for his brething and more ease 
ayenst the saide day," that he should be for a time in 
that neighbourhood, the Duke of Exeter, Constable of the 
Tower, had orders to conduct him two days before to any 
place near Smithfield he might choose, and there to have 
him safely and securely under his keeping. The Prior, 
who was in the custody of Giles Thomdon, the Treasurer, 
in the meantime had, by the King's special command, 
received instmction in certain points of arms ; and for

was present at Westminster when p. 156. 
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his attendance and labours in so doing PhiUp Treher, 
fishmonger, received, by an order dated December 28th, 
1446, a reward of 201} The lists were made and the 
field prepared at Smithfield, but when it came to the 
point the King stopped the combat,^ and, having inves- 
tigated the charge, acquitted Ormonde, issued Letters 
Patent setting forth that the Earl was faithful in his 
allegiance, meritorious in his services, whole and un- 
spotted in his &me, and that none should, on pain of the 
Royal indignation, revive the accusations or reproach his 
conduct. Archbishop Talbot had been appointed Deputy 
on Ormonde's recall in 1445, and he was commanded by 
the Crown to attest officially wiits to this effect, and 
to have them made public in all the towns of Ireland. 
In the Parliament held before Bichard Duke of York, 
A.D. 1450, the King was "humbly thanked by the most 
body of his Parliament in this land for the Just deliver- 
ance of the Earl of Ormonde, upon his accusation in 
England."' But although thus fully acquitting Ormonde, 
the Eang did not continue him as Lord Lieutenant, and 
in 1446 Talbot Earl of Shrewsbury was appointed to the 
viceroyalty. 

Ormonde's son, James Earl of Wiltshire, was Lord 
Deputy to Richard Duke of York in 1451, but he did not 
himself again hold office. In Mac Firbis's translation of 
the AnnnJs of Ireland it is asserted that the accusations

He is described by the same annalists as " the 
best captaine of the English nation that was in Irland 
and England in those ages ;" and they regarded the dry- 
ing up of the Biver liffey in 1451 as a wonderful portent 
of his death. The deeds of the last six weeks of his life 
refiite the representations made to the King by his rivals, 
that he was " unwieldy and unlusty to labour," for, 
according to the Irish Chronides, he sacked the fortress 
of the 0'Mubyans in Limerick ; took 0'Dempsy's castle 
in Leix ; and marched through Offaly and Annaly (Long- 
ford), where OTarrell submitted to him ; from thence 
he overran Cavan and Louth, where the 0'Reillys 
and MacMahons entered into terms. Advancing into 
XJlster, he caused 0*Neill to put away the wife of 
0'Donnell, whom he had married afler the death of that 
chiefbain, and obliged him to take back his former 
wife, daughter to MacMurrough ; thence he proceeded to 
the town of Ardee, where he died on the 23rd of August 
1452, and was buried in St. Mary's Abbey, Dublin. He 
was much attached to leaming,^ notwithstanding his 
busy life, and a proficient in the laws of chivalry and 
heraldry. The College of Heralds in London received 
lands from him which in the 17th century yielded them 
100?. annually. 

The eleventh article printed in the Appendix, which must 
be assigned to an earlier date than any of the others, is 



^ His learning, eztraordinary for 
that age, seems to have given colour 
to " the subtle malice " of certain 
persons who accuaed him of sorcery.

any man by sorcery or necromancy, 
the which they think and believe 
impossible to be performed in art." 
Original Roll, cap. 30. It is curious 
that a tradition has preserved this 
belief of this Earl's necromantic 
powcrs, instancing his being able to 
make his person appear large or 
small at will. — The Duchess o 
Buckingham's MSS., copy in pos 
session of Lord James Wandesforde 
Bntler. 
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in French, and is printed from the original (No. 4,528) 
amongst the Petitions to the Eing in Couneil, preserved 
in the Public Record OflSce, London. It is a representa- 
tion from the Lord Jnstice and Council of Ireland to the 
King, the ddte of which, however, it would be impossible 
to fix with any certainty but for an allusion (p. 213 infra) 
to the " mainpemors " or bail of the Earl of Desmond, and 
the measures about to be taken against them as ordered 
by the English Council. The resumption of Grants of 
liberties and lands by Ed. III. in 1331 created great 
disturbance in Ireland, and the Earl of Desmond, head- 
ing the malcontents, had summoned a FarUament at Kil- 
kenny, where articles where framed and sent to the King. 
Desmond afberwards submitted, and nearly all the lords 
and chief personages of Ireland became bail for him. 
Sir Ealph D'XJfford, who was made Lord Justice of 
Ireland in February 1344, in the foUowing year held a 
FarUament in DubUn, from which the Earl of Desmond 
absented himself, and again invited the magnates of^ 
Ireland to meet in opposition at CaUan, in Kerry. 
Having been admonished by royal writs> the nobles 
decUned to attend at CaUan, whither Desmond, on 
the day appointed, marched with his foUowers. The 
Lord Justice summoning the Irish magnates to join him 
with their retainers, advanced against the Earl, took his 
castles, and hanged their defenders. Desmond stiU con- 
tinuing refractory, D*Ufford had recourse to the bonds 
executed in 1333, by which his bail ^ had individuaUy

the Earls of Ulster and Ormonde 
and two others from the proceed- 
ings. <* Grace'8 Annals,'* sub ann, 
The hmds of the other mainpemors 
were restored in 1855. ** FcBdera,'* 
Vol. m. p. 806. 
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pledged their bodies and lands for the future loyalty 
of that Earl, whom they bound themselves to produce 
within two months of the day on which he might be de- 
manded of them by a royal writ. Against these "main- 
pemors," or bailsmen, D'Ufford proceeded, causing the 
ruin of very many even of those who had given their 
aid against Desmond. These proceedings were arrested 
by the death of D'Ufford on Pahn Sunday 1346. Hence 
the date of this document may be certainly fixed in the 
year 1345, most probably at or near its close. 

The last article in the Appendix is a reprint of the 
Calendar of the Irish Close Roll of the 16th year of 
Richard II. The Patent RoU of the year is not now 
extant. 

The thanks of the Editor are given to many kind 
friends for aid in the preparation of this volume for the 
press ; but especially are they due to John P. Prendergast, 
Esq., Bar.-at-Law^ to whom he is indebted, besides other 
valuable assistance, for the transcript of the English 
version of the Great Council Roll of the 33rd year of 
Henry VI., given in the Appendix to the Introduction. 
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In the Council Roll of the 16th Richard II., and in several 
of the documents printed in the Appendix, reference is made 
to Great Councils. These Great Councils, or Magna Concilia, 
were summoned hy the Chief Governor and not hy particular 
writ from the King, and met hefore the Governor and King^s 
CounciL Thej resemhled Parliaments in this, that thej had 
a representative character, consisting of the ^^magnates," 
majors and provosts of cities and towns, together with the 
bishops and heads of monastic houses, generallj of a district 
(see p. 305 infra)y hut sometimes embracing the whole of 
Ireland, for example, those of the 29th and 33rd Hen. YI., 
and 1 Ed. IV., as appears froni the RoUs of their Ordinances 
stiU extant. They granted monej : but their Acts are termed 
Ordinances, not Statutes. An example of their constitution 
is afibrded by the record of the Great Council held at Drogheda 
on June 26^ 1442 (p. 305 infra), The Ordinances of several 
of these Great Councils ^ are preserved in the Public Reeord 
Office (Ireland), but none of them have been printed. Like 
the Statute RoUs of Parliament, amongst which thej are found 
on record, thej are written in French. As an example of 
these Great Council RoUs, the Ordinances and Acts of the 
Great Council held at DubUn, before Thomas Earl of Kildare, 
Deputj to the Lord lieutenant, Richard Duke of York, on 
AprU 23rd, 1455, are here given from the translation in the 
Public Record Office, Ireland.

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Ordinancee and Acts in a certain Great Oounoil of the Lord the 
King at Dnblin, on the Friday next before the Feast of 
Saint G^rge the [Martyr in the] thirty-third [year of the 
reign of King Henry the Sixthj before Thomas FitEMorice, 
Earl of Kildare, Depnty of Bichard, Dnke of York, Lien- 
t[enant of the Lord the King of his Land of Ireland, holden] 
and conclnded, set forth in the form which foUows : — 

1. Li primis [it is ordained] and agreed, by anthority of the 
said Great Oonncil, that Holy Ohnrch shall be free and have and 
enjoy all its franchises, liberties, free nsages, and onstoms withont 
any diminution, as it hath been nsed heretofore. 

2. Likewise it is ordained and agreed that the land of Lreland 
shall have and enjoy all its liberties, franchises, good nsages, and 
cnstoms as it hath been nsed heretofore. 

3. Likewise it is ordained and agreed that the cities of Dublin 
and Waterford and the town of Drogheda and all other citiee and 
good townsof Irelandshall have and enjoyall their good customs, 
liberties, franchises, privileges, and nsages as they have had and 
nsed heretofore. 

4t. Likewise, at the request of the Oommons, that whereas 
William Oross, Prior of Foure, hath to farm, by a grant from our 
Lord the King, for term of his life, the said Friory of Foure, with 
all the appurtenances, for term of his life/ rendering thereout to 
our said Sovereign Lord iii. shillings and iv. pence yearly, which 
grant was confirmed in a Parliaraent which was held before 
Bichard Nugent, Knight, Baron of Delvyn, Deputy of Bichard, 
Dnke of York, Lieutenant of our Lord the King, the xxvii. year 
of the reign of the King that now is, by force whereof the said 
William hath been peaceably in possession of the said priory, 
with the appurtenances, until such time as one Edmond Fitz- 
Symond, clerk, hath sued at the court of Bome, and there hath 
purchased divers Bulls directed to the Bishop of Ardagh and to 
the official the Dean of Ardagh and to the Abbot of G-renard, the 
Irish enemies of the King, [containing] citations and instmments,

Burrender themselves, and every of them surrender himself, at 
the castle of the King [in Dublin], between this and the Feast of 
Pentecost nezt to come, there to remain until such time as he

5. Likewise, at the prayer of the Prior and Friars of the Hos- 
pital of Saint John of Jerusalem in Ireland, farmers of our 
Sovereign Lord the King [of] the manors of Leixlip and Ohapeli- 
zod, the which are held of our Lord the King by service or fee-farm 
of cx[ii]. pounds xvii. shillings and iv. pence yearly, to be paid 
at the Feasts of Easter and Saint Michael by equal portions, and 
afterwards Friar Thomas Talbot, Prior of the said Hospital, and 
the Brethren of the said Hospital, made and ordained one Thomas 
Bath, gentleman, aa tbeir Eeceiver General of the said manors for 
term of his life, as by a deed indented thereof to him, made under 
the common seal, more fully appears; and the said Thomas 
granted by the said deed, as attomey of the said Prior and 
Brethren and their successors, to render an account of the said

Wherenpon, the premises considered, 
it is ordained, bj anthority of the said Council, that the said 
Thomas Bath be discharged of the office of Beceiver of the said 
manor, and the deed aforesaid made to him thereof nnder their 
common seal to be void and all therein contained be reyoked, 
annulled, and void in law ; and that it may be lawful from hence- 
forth for the Commander of the said Hospital for the time being to 
levy and receive the issues, rents, and profits of the said fee-farm 
from term to term and from year to year, and to make due pay- 
ment to those whom the King hath assignedto be paid thereupon, 
according to the King'8 grant to them and every of them in this 
behalf made, and for the same to account in the said Exchequer 
as attoruey to them, in full discharge of the said Prior and 
Brethren for ever ; and that this Act, in the form aforesaid made, 
may extend as well for the rents, issues, and profits of the term 
of Easter last past as for all in time to come, and that the said 
Thomas shall have his^pension ont of the said house of Kilmain- 
ham, as he had before. 

6. Likewise, at the request of the Commons, that whereas the 
Escheators and Commissioners heretofore wished to seize lands, 
rents, and services, and not finding their Offices fuUy enquired, to 
the intent to have writs which are called De melim inguwendo 
directed to the Escheators to find the Office fully, and the said 
Escheators would not find the Office fuUy if they were not treated 
according to their wish, to the great hurt of the King*s liege 
people. Where upon, the premises considered, it is ordained, by 
authority of the said Great Council, that in case any such Office 
is so taken or hereafter to be taken if the Office be not fuUy 
enquired, that then the party aggrieved may sue his traverse or 
Oauaa nulla, as the case requires, notwithstanding that the Office 
be not fnUy enquired. 

7. Likewise, at the prayer of Jane, formerly the wife of Chris- 
topher Plunket, Knight, formerly Lord of KUIeene, administratrix 
of the goods and chattels of the said Christopher Plunket, that 
whereas the said Christopher Plunket, at the special request and 
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prayer of one Ohristopber Fleming, Baron of Slane, was bonnd in 
an obligation of one tbousand marks to Bartbolomew Batt and 
Stepben Dirpatrick, for tbe deliverance of tbe said Cbristopbor 
Fleming, tben being taken in tbe Castle of Colmolyn by tbe said 
Stepben Dirpatrick, and like to bave been delivered into tbe bands 
of bis great enemies, to bis ntter and final ruin for ever, unless tbe

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by eqnal portions, and that the said Janet may distrain on all 
the lands and tenements aforesaid for the said c. marcs at the

aforesaid, and the said c. marcs so fully paid, that the said 
Baron be reqaitted and discharged of the said o. pounds against 
the said Janet and all others. 

8. Likewise, at the request of the Commons, that whereas 
heretofore divers Commissioners of oor Sovereign Lord the King 
in this land of L^land, to hear, enqnire, and determine of felonies, 
trespasses, and treasons, had issued process of ontlawry against 
divers men before them indicted, as well against men dwelling in 
other shires as in the same shire where the Commissioners sit. 
And forasmnch as before Commissioners there are no common 
days limited as they are in the King*s Bench, they will issne a 
Capias retnmable as this day, and an Aliae retiumable within 
two days then ensning, and a Pluries returnable within two 
other days then ensuing. And this so done ^ 
an Exigenti by the which Exigent so awarded, the party imap- 
prised thereof should lose his goods and chattles, and so by such 
means every man dwelling in extended shires may lose his goods 
and chattles without being apprised thereof. Whereupon, the 
premises being considered, it is ordained and established, by 
authority of the said Council, that any Eooigent for the King of 
felonies or treasons to be awarded shall be void unless it be in 
the King's Bench. And if it be within Liberties for Lords of the 
said Liberties, that then it be before their Judges of their Places, 
and not before Commissioners. 

9. Likewise, at the request of the Commons, that whereas divers 
merchantsand men of fishing vessels and other men of this land, 
are robbed and plundered from day to day on the sea by the 
King*s enemies, that is to say, by Frenchmen, Britons, Scots, 
and divers other nations, in default of defence had on the sea, to 
the great impoverishment of the said land. Whereupon, the 
premises considered, it is ordained and agreed, by authority of 
the said Council, that whatsoever ship or ships will come and 
guard the sea between the ports of the north and England, that 
is to say, between the head of Wicklow and Churstred, shall have 
of every pack which shall pass tbe sea iv. pence, and of every keg 
vi. penoe, and of every horse xii. pence, and of every vessel which 
shall bring the said merchandize xi. pence, and of every boat 
zi. pence, and of every fisherraan and his tackle xi. pence. Be-

10. Likewise, at the reqaest of the Commons, forasmach as 
diyers and many notable Statates had been made in this 
land for the common profit of the said land from the yiiith 
year of the reign of oor Sovereign Lord the King that now 
is until this day, whereof none are hitherto estreated into the 
King's Bench, Common Pleas, nor intothe Excheqaer, for which 
reason all the said Statutes are oat of memory and anknown, and 
it is not the better for the making thereof. Wherenpon, the 
premises considered, it is ordained and agreed, by aathority of 
the said Coancil, that a Commission be granted to James Prender- 
gast and James Cruys to write all those in one roU, and to 
estreat them into the King's Excheqaer, the said James and 
James taking for their writing of the Statates of every year from 
the said viiith year aforesaid to this day xi pence.

11. Likewise, at the reqaest of the Commons, that whereas

Council, that the Portrieves of the said town be Justices of the 
Peace within the said town, and that they may summon and wam 
all manner of men dwelling in the said town to be sufficiently 
arrayed, and that they may perform their functions in the said 
town as often as they think necessary. And also that they may 
summon all manner of able-bodied men to answer at the marches 
in defence of the said county. And to amerce those who will not 
obey them in the premises, and to levy the amercements. And 
the amercements so levied to be expended in the purchase of 
bowB and arrows and other defensive armour for the oommon 
benefit of the said town, and to aocount for the same to the 
Archbishop of Ardmagh, the Prior of the House of St. John of 
Ardee, and the sheriff of the county of Louth for the time being, 
and not to the King's Exchequer in Irelcknd.

13. Likewise, at the prayer of Michael, Archbishop of Dublin, 
that whereas the said Archbishop was elected messenger to pass 
into England on a certain message for the common benefit of 
this land in the time of Edward FitzEustace, Knight, being

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Dcputy to the Doke of York, Lieatenant of IrelAnd, praying for 
hiB laboor, zl poonds by the hand of the Treasurer for the time 
being, of the first revenues which should accrue to the King 
after the said eleotion, the which Michael, Archbishop, the said 
message with great diligence, labour, and costs, had atchieved, 
and in retuming with the answer of the said message was tcbken 
and imprisoned bj the Bretons and put to outrageous ransom, 
for whieh his pledges lie in custodj in Scotland at great costs 
and losses. And the said Archbishop, of the xl pounds afore- 
said can in no wise obtain assignment or payment unless that 
by our good goverQanoe and wisdom provision shall be made for 
him in this behalf. Whereupon, the premises being considered, 
it is ordained and agreed> by authority of the said Council, that 
the said Archbishop shallhaye xl pounds bythe assignment of 
the Treasurer or his deputy. 

14. Likewisoi at the prayer of Edmund, Bishop of Meath, that 
whereas he was seized in his demesne as of fee, as in right of his 
bishoprick of Meath, of all the messuages, lands, tenements, 
rents, services, with the appurtenanoes, in Ardbrackan, Scur- 
logstown, and of a mill there, and of all the messuages, lands, 
and tenements, rents, and services in Balgeth, Ardcath, Fark, 
Porterstown, Corestown, Olony, Bertremeston, Irishtown, Bayn- 
erston, and Deannestown, with their appurtenances, and his said 
estate thereof continued until such time as he was thereof ousted 
by an Inquisition taken of great malice and not of truth before 
Beynold Go ^ Esquire, and Bobert Ousack, of Oosynston, 

Esquire, Oommissioners of our said Lord the Eling, and enemies of 
the said Edmund, in the Tnnr\\\ year of the reign of our Lord 
the King that now is, whereby it was found that one William 
Sylke, that heretofore was outlawed at the suit of one Bobert 
Gkdlan, formerly of DubHn, merchant, in a plea of debt, and that 
the said Sylke the day that he was so outlawed, that is to say, 
the Tuesday nezt before the Feast of Easter, in the zvth year of 
the reign of our said Sovereign Lord the King, was seized in his 
demesne as of fee of all the messuages, lands, and tenements, 
rents, and services, with the appurtenances in Ardbrackan, which 
are of the yearly value of xz marcs. Also that the said William, 
the said day that he was outlawed, was seized in his demesne as 
of fee of all the messuages, lands, tenements, rents, and services, 
with the appurtenances, in Scurlogstown, and of a mill there 
which are of the yearly value of x pounds. And also the said 
William, the said day that he was so outlawed, was seized in his 
demesne as of fee of all the messuages, lands, and tenements, rente, 
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and Bervices, with the appartenances in Balgeth, Ardcath, Parke, 
Porterstown, CorreBtown, Clony, Bertrame8town,Irishton, Bayn- 
erestown, * and Denanestown, with the appartenances which 

are of the valae xii marcs by the year. And for the said canse all 
the said lands, tenements, rents, and services, with the appor- 
tenances, were taken and seized into the hand of oar said 
Sovereign Lord the King by the said Commissioners. And also 
that the said William, the said day that he was oatlawed, was 
seized in his demesne as of fee of all the messaages, lands, tene- 
ments, rents, and services, with the appartenances, in Kylleyhan, 
the which are of the yearly yalae of x poands. And also tbat 
the said William, the said day that he was oatlawed, was seized 
in his demesne as of fee of the chief rent of Newton, near Trim,' 
which is of the yearly value of c shUlings. And by another 
Inqaisition taken before the said Commissioners, the day place, 
and year aforesaid, whereby it was found that one Friar Edmond 
Oldhall, is and was a professed friar in the Order of the Priars 
Carmelites in the hoase of the Friars Carmelites of Norwich, 
ander Friar Pierce St. .Feyth, then Prior of the Hoase aforesaid, 
whom obeying, Friar Edmond, so being friar professed in the 
Order aforesaid by the name of Edmond Oldhall, had purchased 
to himself the Bulls of oar Holy Father the Pope, of the bishop- 
rick of Meath. And then afterwards the said Friar Edmond, 
by virtae of the said balls, was created bishop of Meath afore- 
said, and now is Bishop of Meath by virtne of the said Bulls, 
and that no mentiou is made in the said Balls that the said Friar 
Edmond then was a friar of the Order aforesaid in the said hoase 
of the Friars Carmelites, and so the said bishopric is and was 
void by the creation of the said Edmond into the said bishopric 
by reason that the said creation is null in law, because no men- 
tion was made in the bulls aforesaid that the said Edmond was 
friar of the Order aforesaid. And for the caases aforesaid, all the 
temporalities of the bishopric aforesaid are taken and seized into 
the hand of our Sovereign Lord the King by the said B>eynoId 
and Robert, Commissioners, as by the said Inquisition thereof, 
being of record in the Excheqner of oar Sovereign Lord the King. 
more fuUy appears. Whereupon, tlie premises being considered, 
and how the said seizures are and appear Cauaa 7ivMa in them- 
selves, and how the said Bishop cannot sue by the course of the 
common law to have them adjudged Cauaa nuUa unless he shall 
sue a Writ, which is called Melius inquirendo, to the Escheator 
of the Cross of Meath, where the said messuages, lands, and 
tenements are, to enquire how many messalages, lands, and tene- 
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meni» are in all the towns coutained in the said Inqmsitions, and 
considenng how the said Bobert, one of the Gommissioners, is 
Escheator of the said Cross of Meath, and he is not of good fame 
nor good name, and also he is adversary to the said Bishop, by 
reason whereof he will not serve the Writs of Melius inquirendo, 
bnt rather delays the said Bishop, to his final destmction, and as 
the said Bishop is a Lord of Farliament, and has no other thing to 
mai])tain his state, except the said temporalities, which are now 
seized of malice withoat reasonable cause. And as the said 
Bishop had living of all the said messuages, lands, and tene- 
ments, rents, and services, with the apportenances, as of the 
temporalities of his bishoprick of Meath, and did his fealty to 
our Sovereign Lord the Eang, in his Ohancery of Ireland, as it ap- 
pears of record. And also, forasmuch as the said ConmiissionerB, 
by false and subtle imagination and artful colour, as making 
the jurors swom of the said Inquisition to take cognizance of 
matter which falls in record, and also of matter false and slan- 
derous, which is not determinable and cannot be in cognizance in 
this land, but only in England, inasmuch as the said Norwich is in 
England and no such place in this land, and taking the said Officea 
which are null and void in law, on the G<K>d Friday last paet, 
when all faithful Christian people should be at their divine 
servioe ; it is ordained, established, and determined, by autho- 
rity of the said G-reat Council, that all the said Inquisitions and 
seizures be void and null in law, nor of force and value, and that 
the hands of our Lord the King be therefrom removed. And the 
said Bishop restored thereto with all the issues and profits thereof 
from the day of the said Inquisitions and seizures made. And 
also that ihe said Statutes made before this time against the 
Escheators be put in use, and shall have place and ibrce, and be 
as penal against Commissioners as against Eacheators, for all 
manner of things done by any Chancery Commissioner since the 
making of the last Statute at Dublin, before Edward FitzEustace, 
Knight, then Depufy Lieutenant of Ireland, against Escheators, 
or hereafter by any manner of conmiission to be done. And 
also that the said Commissioners, for the causes aforesaid, be dis- 
charged utterly from tbis time forth of all manner of offices by 
them or any of them held under our Lord the King, except 
the occupation which the said Eobert hath in the office of the 
Escheatorsbip for this year, and except the office which the said 
Beginald claims in the Sergeantry of the County of Dublin. And 
if any Office or Commission to be made or granted shall be made 
or granted to them or to any of them henceforth except as before 
excepted that it be void : Provided that the said penalty do not 
extend against the Justices of either Bench, the Barons of the 
Exchequer, the King's Serjeant or Attomey. 
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16. Likewise, at the prayer of James Plrendergast otherwiae 
Collyn, Clerk, that whereas our Lord the King that now is, by his 
Letters Patent nnder his Great Seal of Ireland, made at Dublin 
the xziind day of November, the xxriiirdyear of the reign of our 
said Lord the King, under the attestation of Thomas Fitzmorice, 
the Earl of Kildare, the justice of our said Lord the King of his 
said land of Lreland, ordained the said James, Clerk and Keeper of 
the Hanaper of our said Lord the King of his Chancery of L-eland, 
to haye, ezercise, and occupy the said office, by himself or his 
sufficient deputy, or his sufficient deputies, for which or for whom 
he would answer, for the term of the life of the said James, he 
receiving from our Lord the King yearly in the said office such 
fees, wages, and rewards as John Passavant, formerly Clerk and 
Keeper of the said Hanaper in the said office, was accustomed to 
receive, as in the said Letters'Patent more fuUy appeared. Where- 
upon, the premises considered, it is ordained and established, by 
authority of the said Great Council, that the estate, title, and 
X^ossession which the said James hath in the said offioe be ratified, 
approved, and confirmed, to have and to hold to the said James 
according to the form and efTect of the said Letters Patent, saving 
the King^B prerogative. 

16. Likewise, at the prayCT of John Bamewall, of Kil * 

gentleman, thatwhereas one Heniy Brune, Knight, Treasurer 
of Treland, took the said John and wrongfuUy imprisoned him in 
the house of John Duffe, of Drogheda, ix weeks and more, until 
snch time as the said John Bamewall departed without licence of 
the said John Duffe, who having great indignation at his departure, 
instituted an action of debt against the said suppliant in the 
Exchequer of the King then being at Drogheda, the said John 
Bamewall durst not appear in proper person for fear of the said 
Henry Brune then being Treasurer of Ixeland, the said John 
Bamewall thinking that the said John Duffe had no cause of action 
against him if it were not for his table during the said vi ' weeks 
that he was in prison he made one Bobert Eustace his attomey, 
and commanded that whatever the said John DufTe should demand 
in reason for his table during the said vi weeks he should acknow- 
ledge, supposing that the said John would not demand more than 
zx pence, or two shillings at most, by the week, and at the day of 
the said writ retumable, the said John Duffe declared against the 
said John Bamewall that he owed him c marcs for the said 
vi weeks table, and the said attomey made no defence but con- 
fessed his action of the said c marcs, by virtue of which 
confession the said John had judgment to recover the said 
c marcs and sued ezecution, to the perpetual injury and final 
destmction of the said John Bamewall, also to the damage of c 
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marcs. Whereupon, the premises oonsidered» ifc is ordained and 
agreed, by authority of the said Gouncil, that the said recovery be 
yoid in law, and that no land nor goods nor chattels of the said 
John Bamewall should go in ezecution of the said recovery. 

17. Likewise, at the prayer of Bichard, son dfud heir to Patrick 
Sedgrave, that whereas this Fatrick was formerly seized in his 
demesne as of fee of the manors of Baltrastyn and KiUeglan, and 
held them of Bichard, Duke of York, by knighfs service, and of 
all the mesBuages, lands, and tenements, with the appurtenances, 
in Britonston, near Ballygarby, and held them of the King by 
a sparrow-hawk for all manner of service, and Gyaneston in the 
county of Meath, and held it of Thomas Nangle, Baron of Navan, 
in socage, and of a messsuage and c acres of land, with the 
appurtenances, in Borraneston, in the county of Dublin, andheld 
them by the year of Nicholas Bamewall for one pennyhalf-yearly 
of service. And the said Fatrick of the said manors, messuages, 
lands, and tenements so seized, was, by English rebels, robbed 
and despoiled of all his goods and chattels, and himself killed and 
murdered and thrown into the sea. And after that he died so seized 
of all the said manors, messuages, lands, and tenements, the said 
manors, messuages, lands, and tenements descended to the said 
Bichard, as son and heir to the said Fatrick, by force of which he 
was thereof seized in his demesne as of fee, until one, Thomas 
Baath, formerly Escheator of our Sovereign Lord the King in 
Ireland, more of evil disposition than for any title of the King, by 
an Office taken before him at Duleek, seized into the hands of the 
King the said manors of Baltrastyn and Killeglan, and the said 
messuages, lands, and tenements in Gyaneston, and by another 
Office, taken before the said former Escheator at Bakniddery, seized 
into the hands of the ^ing, the said messuages and lands in 
Borraneston, as by the copy of the two Inquisitions hereafter 
following more fully appears. By reason of which seizure the 
said Bichard, the son, was held out of his possession of aU the said 
manors, messuages, lands, and tenements to his great damage. 
And forasmuch as the said Fatrick, at the time he was murdered 
and kiUed, was robbed and despoiled of aU his chattels, sothat the 
said Bichard, the son, had not nor hath not goods nor chattels of 
the said Patrick, nor hath received any issues nor profits of the 
said manors, messuages, lands, and tenements. By reason 
whereof, the said Bichard, the son, is so poor that he cannot sue 
the said manors, mcssuages, lands, and tenements out of the 
hands of the King at Common Law. Whereupon, the premises 
being considered, it is ordained and granted, by authority of the 
said Great CouncU, that the hands of the King be fremoved] from 
aU the said manors, messuages, lands, and tenements, and the said 
Bichard, the son, be restored to his possessions of aU the said 
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manors, messnages, l&nds, and tenements, with their appnrten- 
ances, and to all the issnee and profits thereof taken in the mean« 
time. And that the said seiznre and Inqnisition be void in law 
and held for nnll. And that this removal of the hands of the King 
bj anthoritj of the said Gonncil shall be as available in law and 
of as good secority, and aU other occnpiers and tenants of the said 
manors, messnages, lands, and tenements shall be discharged 
against onr Sovereign Lord the King and his ministers from 
acconnting or making satisfaction out of any issnes and profits of 
the said manors, messnages, lands, and tenements or any parcel 
thereof. And that the said Eichard, the son, may have so many and 
snch Writs ont of the Chancery of onr Lord the King in Ireland as 
to him shall seem necessary in thisbehalf to every conrt and office 
of the King in Ireland at all times that the said Richard, the son, 
shall desire them, any other seiznre of the said manors, messuages, 
lands, and tenements had or made notwithstanding, saving the 
King's right and service therein if any there be. 

An Inqnisition of Office taken at Balmddeiy before Thomas 
Baathe, gentleman, escheator of onr Lord the King, within his 
whole land of Ireland, on Monday next after the Feast of Saint 
James the Apostle in the 31 st year of the reign of King Henry 
the 6th, by the nnderwritten yiz., by ^ 



Which jnrors npon their oaths say, that one Patrick Sedgrave 
died seized in hiB demesne as of fee of one messnage and c acres 
of land, with their appurtenances, in Borranedon, in the connty 
of Dnblin, and held them of onr Lord the King in chief by 
knighfs service. And Bichard Sedgrave Ib his son and heir, 
between the said Patrick and one Amice his wife, now snrviving ; 
and the said Patrick, on Monday next before the Feast of Saint 
George the Martyr last past, died, and the said Bichard was 
of the age of xix years and no more on the day of the death of his 
father, and not married, and for that canse all the messuages and 
lands aforesaid, with the appnrtenances, are tak^n and seized into 
the hands of the Lord the King. In [witness] whereof, &c. 

Inqnisition of Office taken at Dnleek, before Thomas Baathe, 
gentleman, Escheator of our Lordthe Kingwithin thewhole land 
of Ireland, on Satnrday next after the Feast of SaintPeter, which 
is called Ad Vincnla, in the 31st reign of the reign of King 
Henry the 6th, by the nnderwritten, to wit, by * 
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Whicb jnrorB upon their oath say, that one Fatrick Sedgrave 
died seized in his demesne as of fee of Baltrastyn, and of all the 
messnageB, lands, and tenements, with the appnrtenances, in 
Britonston, near Ballinagarbey and Gyaneston, in the connty of 
Meath, and held them of onr Lord the Kmg in chief by knight*B 
senrioe, and died seized in his demesne as of fee of the manor 
of Killeglan, with its appurtenances, and the said manor, with its 
appurtenances, held of Walter Bnrro, as of the site of the Castle 
of Ratoath, which site Bichard, Dnke of York, held of the said 
Lord the King in chief by knight*8 service. And the said Dnke 
gave and aliened the said Bite of the aforesaid Castle to the said 
"Walter, now snrviving, for term of his life, the license of our 
Lord the King thereon not being obtained. And the said Bichard 
Sedgrave is the son and heir of the aforesaid Patrick, between 
the said Fatrick and Amice his wife, now snrviving. And the 
said Fatrick, on Monday next before the Feast of Saint George 
the Martyr last past, died, and the said Bichard waB of the age 
of [ziz] years and no more on the day of the death of his 
father and nnmarried, And for these cauBes all the manors, 
messuages, lands, and tenements aforesaid, with the appurte- 
nances, together with the site of the Castle aforesaid, are taken 
into the hand of onr Lord the King. In [witness] of which, &c. 
Given at the day, place, and year above mentioned. 

18. Likewise, at the reqnest of the CommouB of the connty of 
Kildare, that whereas the Bsid Commons dwelling in the said 
connty for want of spies and watches npon the borders of the 
march of the said connty at divers times are killed and taken, 
plundered and bumed by the Irish enemies of the King, meaning 
and pnrposing to destroy the said county : It is ordained and 
agreed, by anthority of the said Great Council, that Letters Fatent 
of the Kiug, under his Great Seal of this his land of Ireland, be 
made to Brobert Eustace, of Ballyoutlan, Christopher ^ 

of Osbemestown, Walron Eustace, of Donawed, and to John Ashe, 
of Moch Fornagh, in due form as they have been heretofore made 
and directed to other persons to make levy of Smoke Silver as it 
hath been formerly used and accustomed in the said county, 
without any f ee to be paid to the said King for his Great Seal in 
the Chancery of Ireland. And that the said Letters Fatent be 
made and directed to the said persons as often as they deem it 
necessary to have them for the safety of the said Commons, and 
the said Smoke Silver to be ezpended according to the direction of 
the said persons, or three of them, npon the said spies and watches, 
and the said persons to account to the Frior of Connel for the 
time being, and to Boland Eustace, of Castle Martyr, and not to 
the Eling^B Exchequer in Ireland, how and in what manner they 
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haye ezpended tlie Smoke Silver npon the said spies andwatches. 
And this to continue for a year. 

19. Likewise, at the reqaest of the Commons, that whereas the 
city of Dublin and the town of Drogheda from ancient time have 
been governed hy merchants, being Mayors, who cansed strangers 
and aliens to come to the said city and town, drawing to our Lord 
the King therefrom great issues and customs ; now in these days 
Knights and Esquires make brokage of the mayoralty, to the great 
hindrance and hnrt of the said city and town, and also to the 
revenues and customs of our Lord the King. Whereupon, the 
premises considered, it is ordained, agreed, by authority of the said 
Great Oouncil, that no manner of Knight nor Esquire be Mayor of 
the said city and town but merchants only. And also the said 
Mayor for the year being shall not be Mayor for the three years 
afber. And whosoever he be who shall infringe the said Act that 
he fall into the penalty of xx pounds to our Sovereign Lord the 
King, except those who have practised or do practise merchandize 
in their tender age, that is to say, before xxviii years, or hereafter 
shall practise merchandize in their tender age, that is to say, before 
xxviii years. 

20. Likewise, at the request of Bobert Dovedale and Anne his 
wife, that whereas the said Ann, at the time that she was sole and 
a widow, was seized in her demesne as of fee of the castle and 
manor of Bathcoffy, in which manor she had xx bullocks, bc cows, 
xvii sheep, and ' hogs, with divers other goods and chattels to 
the value of ccc marks ; and the Saturday next after the Feast of 
AU Saints in the xxxiiird year of the reign of our Sovereign Lord 
the King that now is, WHliam B ', with sundry other 
English rebels and Irish enemies came to the said castle in manner 
of war and took it by assault, and took and imprisoned the said 
Anne, and the said heifers,^ sheep, and hogs, goods, and chattels 
took, led, and carried ajray, to the final impoverishment of the 
said Anne ; of which cows, sheep, hogs, goods, and chattels 
several are in the bandd of the said takers and several in the hands 
of others, Whereupon, the premises considered, and how the 
said ofience is openly known, it is ordained and agreed, by au- 
thority of the said Great Council, that whosoever hath or had any 
of those cows, sheep, hogs, goods, and chattels shall, as soon as he 
shall berequired, deliver the said goods to the saidBobert and Anne> 
and if he do not, tbat they may have an action against them upon 
the said Ordinance to recover double damages. And that they may 
prosecute their suit in whatsoever court of the King or any other 
court that they will. And that they need not keep common days 
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of the term, bnt epecial days : Proyided always, that this Act ex- 
tend not to Nicholas Wogan, Davy Wogan, nor Bichard Wogan. 

21. Likewifie, at the reqnest of the Oommons, that whereas 
many and divers great eztortions are committed and practised in 
the city of Dnblin and the town of Drogheda, in that where plaints 
are affirmed in the said city and town the Eecorder and Clerks of the 
said city and town will give no copy of the plaints so affirmed to 
any man unless he will pay for the same two shillings for the copy of 
eveiy plaint, to the great extortion and oppression of all the King'B 
liege people. Wherenpon, the premises considered, it is ordained 
and established, by authority of the said Council, that the said 
Becorders or Clerks take for the copy of a plaint but two pence in 
anywise. And that any person who feels himself aggrieved in the 
premises may complain to the Mayors, Bailitfs, and Sheriffs of the 
city and town for the time being, and then they shall make and 
compel the said Becorders and Clerks to take only two pence 
aforesaid. And if the said mayors, bailiffs, and sherifTs apply no 
remedy in the matter aforesaid, that then the said Becorders and 
Clerks that take mbre than the said two pence shall stand as out- 
lawed of trespass, and out of the King*s protection, and never to 
occupy the said offices of Becorder or Clerks in the said city and 
town. 

22. Likewise, at the request of the Commons, that whereas by a 
Statute made at Kilkenny it was ordained that if any of the lineage 
or adherents of the retinue of any chieftain of English lineage 
within this land, whom the said chiefbain can chastise, commit any 
trespass or felony , that the said chiefbain, after that he hath notice 
thereof, shall cause the said malefactor to be arrested and send him 
to the next gaol, there to remain until he be delivered by the law. 
And if the said chieftain will not do it, that his body shall be 
taken for the said malefactor, and be detained in prison till the 
body of the said malefactor be surrendered to the King's Court, 
there to be justified as is aforesaid. And, nevertheless, that the 
said chieftain be for a contempt ransomed at the King's will, and 
shall make satisfaction to the party aggrieved. And, becausethat 
eveiy chieftain will say that he cannot chastize his lineage and 
his waged men, the said Statute is defrauded and not put in 
execution, wherefore it is ordained and agreed, by authority of 
the said Great Council, that every man shall answer for his sons 
and his hired men. 

23. Likewise, at the prayer of John, Abbot of the House of the 
Blessed Yirgin Mary of Navan^ and the Convent of the same House, 
consideration being had how our Holy Father the Pope Nicholas 
the Fifth hath granted to all Christian people, confessed and con- 
trite, going to the said House certain times of the year who give any 
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property to the building and preserration of the said Hou8e« fuU 
remission of all their sins, to contiuue for x years, and at all times 
of the year other great indulgence to continue for ever ; and also 
desiring the salvation and eafety of all Christian people, and 
acoepting the grant of the Pope, to the end that by the abns of 
all manner of pilgrima in going to the said House by reason of the 
Yery great indulgences and remission, the Divine Service there 
to the honour of Almighty God and our Lady may be better and 
honourably sugtained : It is ordained and granted, by authority of 
the said Gfreat Council, that Letters Fatent be made to the said 
Abbot and Convent in due form in all points, aocording to the effect 
and contents of the writing hereafter following, and that without 
any fine to be made for it, and for a simple fee of xx shillinga to be 
paid into the Hanaper of our Lord the King for hifl Great Seal : — 
Henry, by the grace of Grod, King of England and France, and 
Lord of Ireland, to all his bailiffs and liege subjects to whom the 
present letters shall come, greeting : Know ye that we, at the 
humble petition of our beloved in Christ John, Abbot of the House 
of the Blessed Yirgin Mary, and of the Convent of the said House, 
having consideration that our Lord the Supreme Pontiff Pope 
Nicholas the Fifth hath granted to all the faithful of Christ going 
abroad to the said House at certain times of the year who bestow 
any property to the building and preservation of the said House, 
plenary remission of all their sins to continue for x years, and at 
all times of the year great indulgences to continue for ever. We, 
desiring the security and salvation of all Christian souls, and 
accepting the Papal grant, in order that by the alms of all strangers 
repairing to the said House by reason of the yeiy great remission 
and indulgence, Divine Service there to the honour of Almighty 
God and the Blessed Yirgin Mary may be better and more 
honourably sustained, of our special grace, by the assent of our 
beloved and faithful Thomas Fitzmorice, Earl of Kildare, Deputy

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and all the goods and chattelSi lands, things, rents, and tene- 
ments of them and every of them travelling to the House 
aforesaid for the cause aforesaid, as well in time of peace as of 
war, dnring the joumey of their pilgrimage in coming in, 
remaining there by night and day, in sojonming and conyersing, 
and from thence retnming to their homes, being nnwilling that 
the aforesaid men, women, male and female servants, boys or 
girls, or any others of the said rebels, indicted outlawed felons, 
fugitiyes, and transgressors, nor any of them, by reason of debt, 
accompt, treepasses, coyenants, detentions, or other contract 
whatsoever, at our suit or that of auy other whomsoeyer, be 
arrested, disquieted, or in any other manner impleaded or dis- 
turbed. And therefore we command you, that all and eyery men, 
women, male and female seryants, boys, and girls, as well English 
not rebels as rebels, though indicted persons, outlawed felons, 
fugitiyes, and transgressors, as our Irish enemies, and all other 
strangers of whatsoeyer parts, nations, conditions, or states they 
shall be, and eyery of them ' and all their goods and 

chattels, lands, rents, things, and tenements of them and of eyery 
of them, and all the goods and chattels of them from their own parts 
to the said House aforesaid for the occasion of deyotion, as well in 
time of peace as of war, how often soever going abroad, dwelling 
there by night and day, sojouming and conyersing, and from 
thence returning to their homes as is aforesaid, you shall main- 
tain, protect, and defend, not molesting them or grieying them in 
anything contrary to the tenor of these our Letters Patent. And 
if anything be lost or damaged in their persons or goods, ye shall 
canse it to be remedied for them without delay, and duly reformed : 
Proyided always, that the aforesaid rebels, indicted persons, out- 
laws, felons, and transgressors, and our Irish enemies, and eyery 
of them, demean themselyes well, honestly, and faithfnlly towards 
us and our faithful people, without doing or attempting anything 
which can tend to the damage of us and our people aforesaid, 
any Statute, Act, Ordinance, restriction, or proclamation to the 
contrary thereof enacted, made, or proyided notwithstanding : 
And further, of our abundant grace ' we haye 

granted and giyen licence to the aforesaid Abbot and Conyent,

Also, the said pilgrima, for their defaults, if any 
they shall commit in going abroad to the said House, or in retum- 
ing from thence to their homes, they may correct, pnnish, and 
remedy the said de£ftalts without any hindrance or impediment of 
us or our heirs, or the minister of us or our heirs, or the officers 
or ministers of us or of our heirs whomsoever in future times. 
But we strictly give in charge to all and singular our officers and 
ministers, and our other faithful subjects of our land aforesaid 
whom it concems, by the tenor of these presents, that they be 
aiding and attentive as is meet to the aforesaid Abbot and Con- 
vent, and their servants, and every of them, in the execution of 
the premises.

Burer, and the King's Council in Ireland, to send the said Bobert 
with certain writings and instructions to the King*8 Grood Grace, 
and to the Duke of Clarence and others of the King's Council in 
England conceming the prosperity and state of this land. Where- 
upon it pleased the King^s Good Grace to send hiB gracious 
answer, under his seal and sign manual, to the said Deputy 
Chancellor and Treasurer, and to the rest of the King's Council

They 
are accomplices of the Irish enemies, and so between them both 
the loyal English aro dcstroyed. Honce the revenue is reduced 
to nothing. The King's revenue in the obcdient counties is 
gi*eatly diminished on account of the existence of many Liber- 
ties, or Counties Falatine, and the reckless grants to individuals. 
The Barons of the Exchequer are unlearned in the law, and 
the other offices of tho Exchequer are fiUed by illitcrate men, 
who, thinking only of grasping the fees, have bought their 
patents, and appoint deputies who are unleamed and careless of

their dutieB. The Escheatorslxip, which nsed to retnm a profit, 
is now fiUed by a salaried officer, and no revenne accmes to the 
King.

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As fur back as the jear 1800, a Committee of the House of Commons 
recommended that Indexes and Calendars should be made to the Public 
Records, and thirty-six years afterwards another Committee of the House of 
Commons reiterated that recommendation in more forcible words ; but it 
was not until the incorporation of the State Faper Office with the Public 
Becord Office that the Master of the RoUs found himself in a position to take 
the necessary steps for canying out the wishes of the House of Commons. 

On 7 December 1855, he stated to the Lords of the Treasury that althongb 
^^ the Records, State Papers, and Documents in his charge constitute the most 
<< complete and perfect series of tlieir kind in the civilized world," and 
although " they are of the greatest value in a historical and constitutional 
" point of view, yet they are comparatively useless to the public, from the 
** want of proper Calendars and Indexes." 

Acting upon the recommendations of the Committees of the House of 
Commons above referred to, he suggested to the Lords of the Treasury that 
to efiect the object he had in view it would be necessary for him to employ a 
few persons fully qualified to perform the work which he contemplated. 

Their Lordships assented to the necessity of having Calendars prepared 
and printed, and empowered the Master of the Holls to take such steps as 
might be necessary for this purpose.

On 25 July 1822, the Houae of Commons presented an address to the 
Crown, stating that the editlons of tho works of our ancient historians were 
inconvenient and defective ; that many of their writings still remained in 
manuscript, and, in some cases, in a single oopy only. They added, ** that an 
^* uniform and convenient edition of the whole, published under His Miyestj^B 
^' royal sanction, would be an undertaking honourable to His Majesty's reign, 
** and conducive to the advancement of historical and constitutional know- 
<< ledge ; that the House therefore humblj besought His Majestj, that He 
<< would be graciously pleased to give such directions as His Majesty, in His 
** wisdom, might think fit, for the publication of a complete edition of the 
^' ancieut historians of this reahn, and assured His Majesty that whatever 
** expense might be necessary for this pvrpose would be made good.^ 

The Master of the Eolls, being very desirous that effect shoold be given 
to ihe resolution of the House of Commons, submitted to Her Mijestj^s 
Treasurj in 1857 a plan for the publication of the ancient chronides and 
memorials of the United Kingdom, and it was adopted accordinglj. In 
selecting these works, it was considered righty in the first instance, to 
give preference to thosc of which tbe manuscripts were unique, or the 
materials of which would help to fiU up blanks in English history for 
which no satisfactory and authentic information hitherto existed in any 
accessible form. One great object thef Master of the Rolls had in view was 
to form a corpus histaricum within reasenable limits, and which should be 
as complete as possibie. In a subject of so vast a range, it was important 
that the historical student should be able to select such volumes as conformed 
with his own peculiar tostes and studies, and not be put to the expense of 
purchasing the whole collection ; an inconvenience inseparable from any 
other plan than that which has been in this instance adopted. 

Of the Chroniclcs and Memorials, the foUowing volumes have been pub- 
lished. They embrace tho period from the eorliest timc of British history 
down to the end of the reign of Henry YII.

Rer. F. G. HnraxBTOK, M^, of Exeter GoUege, Oxford. ISS8. 

CapgniTe waa prior of LTnn, in NoTfolk, and pnmneUl of the otder of the 
Frian Hermito of England shortly before the year 1464. Hia Chronicle extendf 
from the creation of the world to the year 1417. Ai a record of the langnagt 
gpoken in Norfolk (being written in Snglish), it ia of conaiderable Talae. 

2. Chrokioon Monasterii de Abingdon. Yols. - 1. and 11. EdUed by 

the Bey. Josbph Steyenson, M.A., of nniTersitj College, Durhaniy 
and Yicar of Leighton Bozzard. 1858. 

Thifl Chroniole traees the history of the great Benedictine monastery of 
Abingdon in Berkshire, from its foundation by Eing Ina of WcMex, to the 
reign of Bidiard I., ahortly after whieh period tiie preseixt naiTatiTe was diawn 
np by an inmate of the establishment. The anthor had acoesa to the title-deedi 
of the houae ; and incorporatea into his hiatory Tarions charters of the Saxon 
kings, of great importance as Ulastrating not only the history of the loeality 
bnt theit of the kingdom. The work is printed for the first time. 

3. LiYES ov Edward the Confessor. I. — ^La Estoiro de Seint Aedward 

le Bei, 11. — Yita Beati Edvardi Regis et Confessoris. III. — ^Yita 
JEdnaardi Regis qni apud Westmonasterium reqniescit. EdiUd by 
Hbnrt Richards Luard, M.A., Fellow and Assistant Tutor of Trinity 
College, Cambridge. 1868. 

The first is a poem in Norman French, containing 4,686 lines, addressed to 
Alianor, Qneen of Heniy UL, and probably written in the year IS45, cn the 
occasion of the restoration of the chorch of Westminster. Nothing ia known 
of the author. The second is an anonymous poem, containing 536 lines, written 
between the years 1440 and 1450, by command of Heniy VL, to whom if 
is dedicated. It does not throw any new light on the reign of Edward tlie 
Confessor, but is yaluable as a specimen of the Latin poetry of the time. Tbe 
third, also by an anonymons author, was apparently written for Qneen Edith, 
between the years 1066 and 10^4, during the pressure of the sufiTering brooght 
on the Saxons by the Norman conquest. It notices many facts not firand in 
other writers, and some which difTer considcrably from the usnal accomts. 

4. MoNiTMENTA Franciscana ; scilicet, I. — Thomas de Eccleston de Ad- 

ventu Fratrum Minornm in Angliam. 11. — Adaa de Marisco Epistolss. 
III. — ^Registrum Fratrnm Minorum Londonias. Edited by J. S. 
Brewer, M.A., Professor of English Literature, King'8 College, 
London. 1858. 

This Tolnme contains original materials for the history of the settlemeiit of 
the order of Saint Francis in England, the letters of Adam de Hariseo, and 
other papers connected with the fOundation and diffnsion of this gieat body. It 
has b^n the aim of the edito^ to collect whatcTer historical infozmation oo«Id be 
found in this country, towards illnstrating a period of the national history for 
which only scanty materials exist. None of these haTc been before printed. 

5. Fasciculi Zizaniorum Magistri Johannis Wyclip cxjm Tritico. 

Ascribed to Thomas Netter, of Walden, Provincial of the Cannelite 
Order in England, and Confessor to King Henrj the Fifth. Edited hy 
the Rev. W. W. Shtrlet, M.A., Tutor and late Fellow of Wadhain 
Coliege, Oxford. 1858. 

This work derivcs its principal value from being the only contemporaoeot ■ 
acconnt of the rise of the I^ollards. When written, the dirputcs of the scbooU 
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men had been eztended to the fleld of theologj, and thej *(P^ ^^^ ^ ^^ 
wiitings of Wycliff and in thoee of his adyenaries. Wyohff'8 litUe bandles 
of tarea are not less metaphyucal than theolog^eal, and the oonfliot between 
Kominalists and Bealiats ngea side by side with ihe conflict between the different 
interpreten of Scriptare. The work giTea a good idea of the controTeraiea at 
the end of the 14th and the beginning of the 15th centnries. 

6. The Buik of the Cboniclis of Scotland ; or, A Metrical yersion of 

the History of Hector Boece ; by William Stewabt. Vols. I., II,, 
and III. Edited hy W. B. Tubnbull, Esq., of Lincoln's Iniiy Barrister- 
at-Law. 1858. 

This is a metrieal translation of a Latin Frose Chronicle, and waa written in the 
first half of the 16th centnrf. The narratiTe begins with the earliest legenda, 
and ends with tiie death of James L of Scotland, and the '* evil ending of the 
traitors that slew him.*' Strict accuracj of statement is not to be looked for in 
such a work as this ; bnt the stories of the colonization of Spain, Ireland, and 
Scotland are interesting if not tnie ; and the chronicle is yalnable as a reflection 
of the manners, sentiments, and character of the age in wfaich it was composed. 
The pecnliarities of the Scottish dialect are weU illustrated in this metrical yersion, 
and the student of langnage will find ample materials for comparison witii tiie 
English dialects of the same period, and with modem lowland Scotch. 

7. JoHANNis Capgbave Libeb de Illustbibtts Hekbicis. Ediud hy the 

Rev. F. C. HiNGESTONy M.A., of Exeter CoUege, Oxford. 1858. 

This work is dedicated to Henry VL of England, who appears to haye been, in 
the anthor^s estimation, the greatest of all the Henries. It is dirided into tln«e 
distinct parts, each having its own separate dedication. The fint part relates only 
to the history of the Empire, and extends from the election of Henry L> the 
Fowler, to the end of the reign of the Emperor Henry YI. The second part is 
devoted to Engiish history, and extends from the accession of Henry L in the year 
1100, to the year 1446, which was the twenty-fourth year of the reign of Eing 
Henry YL The third part contains the liyes of illostrions men who haye bome 
the name of Henry in yarions parts of the world. 

Capgrave was bom in 1893, in the reign of Richard H., and liyed daring the 
Wars of the Roses, for the history of which period his work is of some yalne. 

8. HlSTOBIA MONASTEBII S. AUOUSTINI CaNTUABIENSIS, bj ThOHAS OF 

Elmham, formerly Monk and Treafiurer of that Foundation. Ediied 
by Cbablbs Habdwick, M.A., Fellovr of St. Catharine's Hall, and 
Christian Advocate in the University of Cambridge. 1858. 

This history eztends from the- arriyal of St Augastine in Kent nntil 1191« 

. Prefized is a chronology as far as 1418, which shows in ontline what was to haye 

been the character of Sie work when completed. The only copy known is in the 

possession of Trinity Hall, Cambridge. The anthor was connected with Norfolk, 

and most probably with Blmham, whenoe he deriyed his name. 

9« EuLOGiuu (HiSTOBiABUK siVE Tempobis) : Chronicon ab Orbe condito 
usqne ad Annnm Domini 1866 ; a Monacho qnodam Malmesbifiensi 
exaratnm. Vols. T., TI., and III. Edited by F. S. Hatdon, Esq., B.A. 
1858-1863. 

Thia ifl a Latin Chronicle extending from the Creation to the latter part of the 
reign of Edwaxd III., and written by a monk of the Abbey of Mahnesbnry, in 
WiltBhire, aboat the year 1367. A continnatioo, carrying the hietory of England 
down to the year 1413, waa added in yie former half of the fifleenth centory by 
an aqthor whoae name is not known. The originai Chronicle Ib di^ided into 
five book^ and ooataini a hiatoiy of the world generally, bnt more eapecialljr 
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of EDgland to the year 1366. The continii&tion extends the histoiy down to 
tlic coroQation of Ilenry V. The Eulogium itself is cliiefly Taluable as oontaxn- 
in<^ a history, by a eontemporary, of tbe period between 1356 and 1366. The 
iiolices of events appear to haye been -written yery soon after their occaneDce. 
Aniong other interesting matter, the Chronicle contains a diary of the Poitieri 
cauipaign, CTidently fumished by some person who accompanied tbe army of the 
Black Prince. The continuation of the Chronicle is also the work of a contem- 
porary, and gives a Tery interesting accoont of the reigns of Bichard IL and 
Henry IV. It is belieTed to be the earliest authority for the statement that ihe 
' latter monarch died in the Jenisalein Chamber at Westminster. 

10. Meuorials of Hbnbt thb Sbybnth : Bernardi Andre» Tholoeatis 

Yita Regis Henrici Septimi ; necnon alia qosedam ad enndem Regem 
spectantia. Edited by James GAiRDKBBy Esq. 1868. 

The contents of this Tolnme are — (1) a life of Henry VII., by his poet 
laureate and historiogn^her, Bemard Andr^, of Tonlonse, with some oom^osi- 
tions in Terse, of which he is enpposed to haTe been the an^or ; (2) the jounials 
of Roger Machado during certain embassies on which he was sent by Henry Vli. 
to Spain and' Brittany, the first of which had reference to the maxnage of the 
King's son, Arthur, with Catharine of Arragon; (8) two curions reports by 
envoys sent to Spain in the year 1505 tonclung the succession to the Oown 
ofCastile, and a project of marria^ between Henry Yll. and the Qneen of 
Naples ; and (4) an account of Fhilip of Castile's reception in England in 1506, 
Other documents of interest in connexion with the period are given in an appendix. 

11. Mbhorials of Henbt the Fifth. I. — ^Yita Henrici Quinti, Roberto 

Redmanno anctore. 11. — ^Versus Rhjthmici in laudem Regis Henrici

This Tolume containsthree treatises which more or less illustrate the hietory of 
the reign of Henry V., Tiz.: A Life by Robert Redman ; a Metrical Chronicie by 
Thomas Elmham, prior of Lenton, a contemporary anthor ; Yersus Rhythmlci, 
written apparenUy by a monk of Westminster Abbey, who was also a contempo- 
rary of Henry V. These works are printed for the first time. 

12. McjNiMENTA GiLDHALLA LoNDONiENSis ; Libcr Albus, Libcr Cus- 
tumarum, et Liber Horn, in archivis Gildhallae asseryati. YoL I.| 
Liber Albus. Vol. II. (in Two Parts), Liber Custumarum. Vol. III., 
Translation of the Angk>-Norman Passages in Liber Albus, Glossaries, 
Appendices, and Index. Edited hy Hbnry Thomas Rilet, Esq., M.A., 
Barrister-at-Law. 1859-1862. 

The mannscript of the Liiw Albus, compiled hy John Carpenter, Coinmon 
Clerk of the City of London in the year 1419, a iarge follo volume, ia pre- 
served in the Becord Boom of the City of London. It gives an acconnr of 
the laws, regnlations, and institutions of that City in the twelfth, thirteenth, 
fonrteenth, and early part of the fifteenth centuries. 

The Liber Custumctrum was compiled probahly by ▼ariotis hands in the earlj 
part of the fonrteenth century dnring the reign of Edward II. The manascript, 
a folio volnme, is also preserved in the Record Room of the City of London, 
thongh Bome portion in its original state, borrowed from the City in the reigii 
of Queen Elizabeth and never retnrned, forms part of the Cottonian MS. 
Claudiiis D. II. in the British Mnseum. It also gives an acconnt of the lawa, 
regulations, and institutions of the City of London in the twelfth, thirteenth, and 
early part of the fourteenth ccuturies. 

13. Chronica Johannis de Oxeitedes. Ediied hy Sir Henry Ellis, 

K.H. 1859. 

iVlthough this Chronicle tells of the arrival of Hcngist and Horsa in England 
in the year 449, yet it substantiany begias with the reign of Kiiig Alfred, and 
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eomef doirn to the year 1292, irbere it euds abroptljr. The history is particn- 
Urly Taluable for notices of eyents in the eastem portioDS of the kingdom, 
wldoh are not to be elsewhere obtained, and some curions facts are mentioned 
relatiTe to the floods in that part of England, which are confirmed in the Fries- 
land Chronicle of Anthony Heinrich, pastor of the Island of Mohr. 

14, A COLLBCTION OF POLITIGAL POEHS AND SONGS RELATING TO EnGLISH 
HlSTOBY, PBOM THB ACCBSSION OF EdWARD III. TO THB ReIGN OF 

Hbnrt Vlil. VoIb. I. and II. Edited hy Thohas Wright, Esq., 
M.A. 1859-1861. 

These Foems are perhaps the most interesting of all the hisforical writings of 
the period, thoagh they cannot be relied on for accuracy of statement They 
are Tariona in character ; some are npon religioas snbjects, some may be called 
satires, and some giTe no more than a court scandal ; bnt as a whole they pre- 
sent a Tery fair pictnre of society, and of the rehitions of the different eUsses 
to one another. The period comprised is in itself interesting, and brings ns, 
throngh the decline of the fendal system, to the beginning of onr modem 
lustory. The songs in old English are of considerable Talue to the philolOgist 

15. The " Opus Tertium," " Opus Minus," &c., of Roger Bacon. Edited 
hy J. S. Brewer, M.A., Professor of English Literature, King'8 
College, London. 1859. 

This is the celebrated treatise — neTer before printed — so frequently referred 
to by the great philosopher in his works. It contains the fhllest details we 
possess of the life and labonrs of Roger Bacon : also a fragment by the same 
anthor, snpposed to be nniqne, the ** Campendium Studii ThedogiaJ'* 

16. bARTHOLOMAI DE COTTON, MONACHI NOUWICENSIS, HlSTORIA An- 

GLICANA ; 449-1298 : necnon ejusdem Liber de Archiepiscopis et 
Episcopis Angli». Edited by IIenrt RicnAKDS Luard, M.A., Fellow 
and Assistant Tutor of Trinity Collcge, Cambridge. 1859. 

Tbe antlior, a monk of Norwich, has here given us a Chronicle of England 
f^om the arriTal of the Saxons in 449 to the year 129S, in or about which year 
it appears that he died. The latter portion of this history (the whole of the 
reign of Edward I. more especially) is of great valne, as the writer was oon- 
temporary with tbe events which he records. An Appendiz contains sereral 
illastratiTe documents counected with the preTious narratiTe. 

17. Brut t Ttwtsogion ; or, The Chronicle of the Princes of Wales* 
Edited by the Rev. John Williams ab Ithel, M.A. 1860. 

This work, also known as ** llie Chronicle of tbe Princes of Wales," has 
been attributed to C&radoc of Llancarvan, who flourished abont the middle of 
the twelfth century. It is written in the ancient Welsh language, begins with 
the abdication and death of Caedwala at Kome, in the year 681, and oontinnes 
the history down to the subjugation of Wales by Edward l., about the year 1282* 

18. A Collection of Rotal and IIistorical Letters durino thb 

Reion op Henrt IV. 1399-1404. Editcd hy the Rev. F. C. Hin- 
OESTON, M.A., of Exeter College, Oxford. 1860. 

This Tolume, like all the others in the series containlng a miscellaneous selee- 
tion of letters, is valuable on account of the light it tJ&ows upon biographical 
history, and the familiar view it presents of characters, manuers, and events. 
The period requires much elucidation ; to which it will materially contribnte. 

19. The Repressor of over much Blamino op the Clergt. By 

Reginald Pecock, sometime Bishop of Chichester. Vols. I. and 11. 
Edited by Chdrchill Babinqton, B.D., Fellow of St. John^s CoUege, 
Cambridge. 1860. 

The " Repressor '* may be considered the earliest piece of good theological dis- 
quisition of which our English prose literature can boast. Tbe author was born 
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aboat thc end of the foarteenth oentury, consecrated Bishop of St. Ataph in 
the jear 1444, and translated to the see of Chichester in 1450. While Bialiop of 
St. Asaph, he aealonsly defended his brother prelates trom. the attacks of those 
who censnred the bishops for their ne^lect of daty. He maintained that it was no 
part of a bishop's fanctions to appear in the palpit, and that his time miglit be 
more profitably spent, and his dignity better maintained, in the performanoe of 
works of a higher ehancter. Amon^ those who thoi^^ differemtly were the 
Lollaxds, and a^ainst their general doetnnes die ** Bepressor " is diieeted. Pecock 
took ap a position midway between that of the Boman.Chnrch and that of the 
modem Anglican Chnrch ; bnt his work is interesting chiefly becanse it gires a 
foU accoant of the Tiews of the LoDaids and of the aignments by which they were 
sapported, and becanse it assists ns to ascertain the state of feeling whidi nlti- 
mately led to the Beformation. Apart from religioas matters, the light thrown ixpon 
contemporaneoas history is yerysmall, bat tiie ''Bepressor" hasgreat Taloe 
for ihe philologist, as it tells ns what were the eharaoteristics of the langnage in 
nse among the cidtiTated £!hglishmen of the fifteenth centary. Pecock, thoogh 
aa opponent of the LoUards, showed a certain spirit of toleration, for whieh he 
receiYedy towards the end of his Ufe, the osaal medinyal rewaid— persecotion. 

20. Annalbs Cahbiiijc. EdUed by the Rev. John Williaxs ab iTHfL, 
M.A. 1860. 

These annals, which are in Latin, commence in the year 447, and come down 
to the year 1288. The earlier portion appears to be taken £rom anlvish Chronicley 
which was also nsed by Tigemacb, and by tiie oompiler of the Annals of Ulatpr. 
Daiing its first centnry it contains scaieel^ anytlunff relating to Britain, tfae 
earliest direct concarrence with BngUsh history is rdatiye to the mission of 
Augastine. Its notices throoghoat, though brief, are yaloable. The annals 
were probably written at St. Dayids, by Blegewryd, Archdeaoon of Llandaff, 
the most leamed man in his day in all Cymrn. 

21. Thb Wokks of GntALDUS Cambrbnsis.. Vols. L, II., in., and IV. 
Edited by J. S. Brewbr, M. A., Professor of English Literature, King^s 
College, London. Vols. V., VI., and VII. EdUed by the Rev. Jaxbs 
F. DiMOCK, M.A., Rector of Bamburgh, Yorkshire. 1861-1877. 

These yolomes contain the historical works of Gerald dn Bany, who lived 
in the reigns of Henry IL, Bichard L, and John, and attempted to i«-eatsblish 
the independence of Wales by restoring the see of St Dayids to its andent 
primacy. His woiks are of a yery miscellaneoas nataie, both in prose and 
yerse, and are remarkable chiefly l^r the ra(^ and original anecdotes which 
they contain relating to contemporaries. He is the only Welsh writer of any 
importance who has contribnted so much to the mediayal literatare of this 
coantry, or assomed, in conseqaence of his nationality, so free and independent 
a tone. His frequent trayels in Italy, in France, in Ireland, and in Wales, gaye 
htm opportanities for obseryation which did not generally fiEdl to the lot of medicyal 
writers in the twelfth and thirteenth centnries, and of these obseryations Giraldns 
has made due use. Only extracts from these treatises haye been printed before, 
and almost all of them are taken from umque manuscripts. 

The Topographia Hibemica (in VoL V.) is the result of Giraldus' twoyisits to 
Ireland. The first in the year 1183, the second in 1185-6, when he accompanied 
Frince John into that conntry. Curious as this treatise is, Mr. Dimock iit of 
opinion that it onght not to be accepted as sober trathful history, for Giraldu.^ 
himself states that truth was not his main object, and that he compiled the work 
for the purpose of sounding the praises of Henry the Second. Elsewhere, how- 
eyer, he declares that he had stated nothing in the Tepographia of the trnth of 
which he was not well assured, either by his own eyesight or by the testimoDy, 
with all diligence elicited, of the most trustworthy and authentic men io the 
country ; that though he did not put just the same fuU faith in their reports as 
in what he had himself seen, yet, as they ouly related what they had themselyes 
seen, he could not but belieye such credible witnesses. A yery intereslang portion 
of this treatise is deyoted to the animals of Ireland. It shows that he was a yeiy 
accnrate and acute observer. and his descriptions are g^yen in a way tiiat a 
scientific nalumlist of thc preseut day couM hardly improye npon. The Ezpug- 
natio Hibernica was wrltten about the }ear 118S and may be regarded latlicr 
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as a gnat c|Me than a aober relatloii of aets oeeiirriiig in his own days. No 
ooe oanperaae it iritiioiit eoniiiig to the oonciaaioii that it ia rather a poetica. 
fietkm ti^ a pfOMio trathfiBl faStory.

The letters and papers contained in theae voliunes are derived chiefly from 
originals or contemporary copies extant in the Biblioth^que Imp^riale, ahd the 
Depdt des Archiyes, In FaiiB. They iUustrate the line of . polioy adopted by 
John Duke of Bedford and his saccessora doring their goyemment of Normandy, 
and sucb other proyinceB of France aa had been acquired by Henry V. We 
may here trace, etep by Btep, the gradual declension of the English power, nntil 
we are prepared to read of ita final oyerthrow. 

23. The Anglo-Saxon Chboniole, AccoBDiNa To THE sevebal Obioinal 

. Authobities. Vol. I., Original Texts. Vol. II., Translation. Edittd 

and translttted by Benjamin Thobpe, Esq., Member of the Royal 

Academj of Sciences at Monich, and of the Societj of Netherlandish 

Literature at Leyden. 1861. 

This dironicle, extending from the eariiest hiatory of Britain to the year 
1 1 54, is jnstly tiie boast of England ; for no other nation can prodnce any history, 
written in its own yemacular, at ail approacliing it, either in antiqaity, truthful- 
ness, or extent, the liistoiical books of the Bible alone excepted. There are at 
present six independent manuscripts of the Saxon Chronicle, ending in different 
years, and written in different parts of the country. In this edition, the text 
of each manuscript is printed in columns on the same page, so that the stadent 
may see at a glanoe the yarioas changes which occur m orthography, whether 
arising tcom locality or age. 

24. Lbttebs and Papebs illustbative op the Reions of Richabd III. 

AND Henby VII. Vols. I. and 11. Edited hy James Gaibdneb, Esq. 

1861-1863. 

Tbe Papers are deriyed from MSS. in the Fublic Record Office, the British 
Museum, and other repositories. The period to which they refer is unusually 
destitate of chronides and other sources of bistorical infbrmation, so that the 
light obtained from these docnments is of special importance. The principal 
contents of the yolumes are some diplomatio Fapers of Richard III. ; coirespon- 
dence between Henry VU. and Ferdinand and Isabella of Spain ; documents 
relating to Edmund de la Pole, Earl of Suffolk ; and a portion of the corre- 
spondence of James IV.. of Scotland. 

25. Lettebs op Bishop Gbosseteste, illustrative of the Social Condition 

of his Time. Ediied by Henbt Richabds Luabd, M.A., Fellow and 

Assistant Tutor of Trinity College, Cambridge. 1861. 

The Letters of Bobert Grosseteste (131 in nomber) are here collected from yarious 
sonrces, and a large portion of them is printed for the first time. They range in 
date from about 1210 to 1258, and relate to yarious matters connected not only 
with the political history of England during the reign of Henry III., bnt with 
ita ecdesiastical condition. They refer especially to' the diocese of Lincohi, of 
which Grosseteste was bishop. 

26. DbSCBIPTIVE CatALOQUE OP MaNUSCBIPTS BELATING TO THE HlSTOBl^ 

op Gbeat BaiTAiK AND Ibeland. VoI. I. (in Two Parts) ; Anterior 
to the Norman Invasion. Vol. 11.; 1066-1200. V0I.IIL; 1200-1327. 
By Sir Thomas Duppus Habdt, D.C.L., Deputy Keeper of the Public 
Records. 1862-1871. 

The oljeet of this work is to pnblish notices of all known sooroes of Britiah 
hlstory, both printed and anprinted, in one eontinned seqaence. The materials, 
when^ historical (aa distingaished firom biographioal), aie arranged under the 
year in which tho latest eyent is lecorded in ttie chronide or history, and not 
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ander tbe period in wMoh iti antlior, fetl or iniypoMd, 6oanBlied. BiognfUem 
are enumented onder the year in wbich ibi6 perwn eomniemonted died, and not 
noder the year in which the life was written. This amuigeBient haa two 
adTantages ; the materials for anv g^Ten period may be seen at a gianee ; and 
if the reader iLnow^ the time when an anthor wrote, and the nnmber of yeai* 
that had elapsed between the date of the eyentB and the time the wiiter flooriahedy 
he will generally be enabied to form a fair eatimate of the comparatiTe Taloe of 
the narradye itself. A brief analysia of each work haa been added when d eaei w i ng 
ity in which the original portions are distingaished from thoae which are mere 
compilationB. When poeaible, the soorces are indicated from whieh aoeh eom- 
pilations haye been derived. A biographical elLetch of the anthor of eaeh pieee 
haa been added, and a brief notice has also been given of snch British andion aa 
have written on historical sabjects.

They illnatrate the political history of England dnring Uie growth of 
its libertiea, and throw considerable light upon the personal hiatoij of Simon de 
Montfort The affidrs of France form the subject of many of them» espeeiallj 
in regard to the province of Gascoay. The entire collection conalsta of nearly 
700 documents, the greater portion of which is printed ibr the first time.

13 E. IX. in ihe Ring*s lihrary in the British Mnseum, and MS. VIL in the 
Varker CoUection of A^muscripts at Corpns Christi College, Camhridge. 

In the third Tolame is a Chronicle of English History, attrihnted to William 
Rishanger, who lired in tfae rcign of ]^ward L, from the Cotton. MS. 
Faustina B. IX. in the British Mnseum, collated with MS. 14 C. Vtl. 
(fols. 219-231) in the King*s Lihrary, British Moseum, and the Cotton MS. 
Claudias £. III., fols. 306-331: an account of transactions attending the 
award of the kingdom of Scotland to John Balliol, 1291-1892, from MS. 
Cotton. Claudius D. VI., also attrihuted to William Rishaager, hat ozi 
no suffioient ground: a ahort Chronicle of English Hiatoiy,. 1292 to 130O, 
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by an imknoini hand, frotn MB. Cotton Qaudias D. VI. : a short .Chrooicle, 
WilLehni Kiahanger Qesta Edwardi Frimi, Begifi .^gliai, ftom MS. 14 C. I. 
in the Boyal Library, and MS. Cotton. Claadias D. V]., with Annales Begam 
Angliie, probably bj the Bame hand: and fragments of three Chronicles of 
English History, 1285 to 1807. 

In the fonrth Tolnme is a Chronicle of EngHsh History, 1259 te 1296, 
from MS. Cotton. CUndias D. VI. : Annals of Edward II., 1307 to 1323, by 
John de Trokelowe, a monk of St. Albans, and a continaation of Trokelowe's 
Annals, 1323, 1824, by Henry de Blaneforde, both from MS. Cotton. Clandius 
D. VI. : a fnll Chronide of English History, 1392 to 1406, from MS. VII. in 
the library of Corpns Christi CoUege, Cambridge ; and an acconnt of the 
Bene&ctors of St. Albans, written in the early part of the fifteenth centnry, 
from MS. VI. in the same library. 

The fifth, sixth, and seventh Tolamcs contain a history of the Abbots of 
St. Albans, 793 to 1411, mainly compiled by Thomas Walsingham, firom 
MS. Cotton. Clandins £. IV., in the British Maseom : with a Con- 
tinnation, from the closing pages of Farker MS. VII., in the Libraiy of 
Corpns Christi College, Cambridge. 

The eighth and ninth yolumes, in continuation ,of the Annals, contain a 
Chronicle, probably by John Amandesham, a monk of St. Albans. 

The tenth and eleveulh volumos relate especially to the acts and proceedings 
of Abbots Whethamstede, Albou, and Wallingford, aud may be considered as a 
memorial of the chief historical aud domestic eveuts during those periods. 

The twelfth volume coutaius a compeudious History of Eugland to the reign 
of Henry V., aud of Normandy in early times, also by Thomas Walsingham, 
and dedicated to Henry V. The compiler has often substituted other authoritics 
in place of those consulted iu the prcparation of his larger work. 

29. Chronicon Abbatue Eveshamensis, Auctoribus Dominico Priore 
EvESHAMi^ £T Thoma de Marleberqe Abbate, a Fundatione ad 
Annum 1213, una cum Continuatione adAnnum 1418.

The Chronicle of Eyesham illustrates the history of that important monastery 
from its fonndation by Egwin, abont 690, to the year 1418. Its chief featore is 
an antobiography, which makes us acquainted with the inner daily life of a 
great abbey, snch as but rarely has been recorded. Interspersed are many 
notices of general, personal, and local history which will be read with mnch 
interest. lliis work exists in a single MS., and is for the first time prlnted. 

30. RiOARDi DE Cirencestria Speculum Historiale dk Gestis Regum 

Anqlijs. Vol. L, 447-871. VoL II., 872-1066. £c/iW Z»y John E. B. 

Mator, M.A., Fellow of St. John's College, Cambridge. 1863-1869. 

The compiler, Kichard of Cirencester, was a monk of Westminster, 1355- 
1400. In 1891 be obtained a licence to make a pilgrimage to Rome. His 
history, in four books, extends from 447 to 1066. lie aanounces his intention 
of continning it, bnt there is no evidence that he completed any more. This 
ehronicle gives many charters in fkvonr of Westminster Abbey, and a very full 
aoeonnt of the lives and miracles of the saints, especially. of Edward the Con- 
fessor, whose relgn occupies the fourth book. A treatise on the Coronation, by 
WiUiam of Sodbury, a monk of Westminster, fiills book iii. c. 3. It was on this 
anthor that C. J. Bertram fathered his forgery, De Situ BritianicB, in 1747. 

31. Year Books of the Eeign op Edward the First. Years 20-21, 
21-22, 30-31, and 32-33. Edited and iranslated hy Alfred John 
HoRWOOD, Esq., of the Middle Temple, Barrister-at-Law. 1863-1873. 

The Yolumes known as thc *' Year Books" contain rcports in Norman^French 
of cases argued and decided in the Conrts of Common Law. Tbey may be con- 
udered to a great extent as the ^* lex non scripta '' of England, and haye been held 
in the highest Tcneration by the ancient sages of the law, and were receiyed by 
them as the repositories of the first recorded judgments and dicta of the great 
legal luminaries of past ages. They are also worthy of the attention of the 
general reader on acconnt of the historical information and the notices of public 
and priyate persons which they contain, as well as the light which they throw 
on ancient manners and cnistoms.

This Yolame contaius tlic narrative of aa cye-witness who details with con- 
siderable power and nunuteness tUe circumstauces whicli attended the final ez- 
pulsion of the English from Normaudy in the ycar 1450. The history commences 
with the iniringement of the truce by the capture of Foug^rea, and ends with 
the battle of Formigny and the cmbarkation of tbe Dnke of Somerset. The 
whole period embraced i« less thau two years. 

33. HiSTORiA ET Cartularium Monasterh S. Petri Gloucestrls. Vols. 

I., n., and III. Edited hy W. H. Hart, Esq., F.S.A., Membre corre- 
spondant de la Soci^t^ des Antiquairas de Normandie. 1863-1867. 

This work consists of two parts, the History and the Cartulary of the Monasterj 
of St. Peter, Gloucester. The history fumisheB on account of the monastery 
from its foundation, in the year G81, to the early part of the reign of Richard IL, 
together with a calendar of donations and benefactions. It treats principally of 
the affairs of the monastery, but occasionally matters of general history are 
introduced. Its authorship has generally been assigued to Walter Froacester, 
the twentieth abbot, but without any foundation. 

34. Alexakdri Neckam de Naturis Reruu libri duo ; with Neckam's 

PoEH, De Laudibus DnriNiB Sapientls. Edited hy Thomas Wjught, 
Esq., M.A. 1863. 

Neckam was a man who deyoted himself to scienoe, snch as it waj in the 
tweUUi century. In the " De Naturis Berom " are to be found what may be 
called the rudiments of many sciences mixed up with much error and ignonnee. 
Keckam was not thought infallible, even by his contemporaries, for Boger Bacon 
remarks of him, " this Alexander in many thlngs wrote what was trae and nsefiil ; 
« but fae neither can nor ought by just title to be reckoned among anthoiities." 
Neckam, however, had sufficient mdependence of thought to differ ih>m some 
of the schoolmen who in his time considered themselvea the only Jndges of litera- 
ture. He had his own views in morals, and in giTing ns a glhnpse of them, as 
well as of his other opinions, he throws much light upon the mannen, costoms, 
and general tone of thought prevalenc in the twelfii century. The poem entitled 
"De Landibus Diviuffi Sapientiae" appears to be a metrical paraphrase or 
abridgment of the " De Naturis Rerum.*' It is written in die elegiac metre ; 
and thongh there are many lines which violate classical roles, it is, aa a whole, 
above the ordinary standard of mediaival Latin.

This work illustrates not only the history of science, but the history of snper- 
stition. In addition to the information bearing directly npon the medieal «fcill 
and medical faith of the times, there are many passages which incidentally thioir 
light upon the general mode of life and ordinaiy diet. The volumes are interesting 
not only in their Bcientific, but also in their social aspect. The manuscriptB from 
which thoy have been printed are Taluable to the Anglo-Saxon scholar for tbe 
illustrations they afford of Anglo-Saxon orthography.

The extreme period 
which they embrace ranges from the year 1 to 1432, although they refer more 
espedally to the reigna of John, Henry III., and Bdward I. Some of these narra- 
tives haye akeady appeared in print, but otiiers are piinted forthe first time.

Thifl work contains a number of yery curious and interesting incidents, and 
being the ivork of a contemporary, is very Taluable, not only as a truthful 
biography of li celebrated ecclesiastic, but as the work of a man, who, from per- 
sonal knowled^e, gives notices of passing events, as well as of indiyiduals who 
were then takmg active part in public afflurs. Tbe author, in all probability, 
was Adam Abbot of Evesham. Ue was domestic chaplain and private confessor 
of Bishop Hugh, and in these capacities was admiued lu the closest intimacy. 
Bishop Uugh was Frior of Witham for 11 years before he became Bishop of 
Lincoln. His consecration took place on the 2l8t September 1186 ; he died on 
the 16th of November 1200 ; and was canonissed in 1220.

The authorship of the Chronicle in Vol. I., hitherto ascribed to Geof&ey 
Vinesauf, is now more correctly ascribed to Kichard, Canon of the Holy Trinity 
of London. The narratiye extends firom 1187 to 1199; but its chi^ interest 
eonsists in the minute and authentic narrative which it fumishes of the exploits 
of lUchard I., from his departure from England in December 1189 to hia deaUi 
in 1 199. The author states in his prologue that hc was an eye-witness of much 
that he records ; and yariouB incidental ctrcumstanoes which occur in the course 
of the narratrve confirm this assertion. 

The letters in VoU U., written between 1167 and 1199, are of value as 
furnishing authentic materials for the history of the ecclesiastical condiiion of 
England during the reign of Richard I. They had their orig&n in a dispute which 
arose from the attempts of Baldwin and Hubert, archbishops of Cnnterbury, to 
found a coUege of secular canons, a project which gave great umbrage to the 
monks of Canterbury, who saw in it a desig^ to supplant them in tlieir fynction 
of metropolitanchapter. These letters are printed, for the first time, from a MS« 
belonging to the archiepiscopal library at Lambeth.

The manuscript firom which the text of the work is taken ifl pre* 
served iu the Imperial Libnuy at Paris, and is believed to be the only oomplete 
and nearly contemporary copy in ez.i!5tence. The work, as origin^y bonnd, 
was comprised in six volames, since rebound in morocco in 12 Tolnmes, folio 
maximo, vellum, and is illustrated vrith exqoisite miniatnres, Yignettes, and initia. 
letters. It was vritten tovrards the end of the fifteenth centnry, having been 
expressly executed for Louis de Bruges, Seigneur de la Gnitfauyse and Earl of 
Winchester, from whose cabinet it passed into the library of Loois XII. at BIois. 

41 . PoLYCHBONicoN Ranulphi Higden, with Trevisa^sTranslatioii. Vols. I.

This is one of the many mediaBval chronicles which assume the character of a 
history of the world. It begins witb the creation, and is bronght down to the 
author's own time, the reign of Edward III. Prefixed to tbe historical portioii, is 
a chapter devoted to geography, in which is given a description of every known 
land. 'I'o say that the Polychronicon was written in the fourteenth centary is to 
say that it is not free ft^om inaccuracies. It has, however, a value apart from its 
intrinsic merits. It enables us to form a very fair estimate of the knowledge of 
history and geography which well-informed readers of the fourteenth and fiftee&th 
ccnturies possessed, for it was then the standard work on general bistory. 

The two Englisb translations, which are printed with tbe original Latin, affi>Td 
interesting illustrations of tbe gradual change of oor langnage, for one was made 
in the fourteenth century, the other. in the fifteenth. The differences between 
Trevisa's version and that of the unknown writer are often considerable.

It is Bupposed that Peter of Ickham must have been the author, bnt no eertain 
conclusion on that point has been arrived at.

The Abbey of Meaux was a Cistercian bouse, and tbe work of its abbot is both 
Cttrious and valuable. It is a faitbful aud often minute record of the establishmeiit 
of a religious community, of its progress in forming an ample revenne, of its 
struggles to maintain its acquisitions, and of its relations to the governiiig 
institutions of the country. In addition to the private affairs of the monastery, 
some ligbt is thrown upon the public events of tbe time, which are however kept 
^tinct, and appear at the end of the history of each abbofs administration. Tbe 
text has been printed from what is said to be the autograph of the original 
compiler, Thomas de Burton, the nineteenth abbot

The exact date at which this work was written is, according to the chronidery

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written by Mattfaew Paris) gmng foller detailB, which has been called the 
"HiBtoria Migor." The chronicle here pablished, neyertheleas, giYes aome 
infonnation not to be fonnd in the greater history. 

45. LiBER MoxASTBRii DE Hyda : A Ghronicle and Chartulakt of 
Hyde Abbky,Winche8TER,455-1023. Edited^from a Manuscripiin the 
Libraryof the Earl of Macclesfieldy by Edward Edwards, Esq. 1866. 

The ''Book of Ilyde " is a compilation from much earlier sonrceS which arc 
usoally indicated with considerable care and precision. In many cases, however, 
the Hyde chronicler appears to correct, to qualify, or to amplify — either from 
tradition or from sources of information not now discoverable — the statements, 
which, in substanoe, he adopts. He also mentions, and freqnently qnotes from 
writers whose works are either entirely lost or at present known only by fragments. 

There is to be found, in the "Book of Hyde,'' much information relating to the 
reign of King Alfred which is not known to exist elsewhere. The yolume 
contains some curious specimens of Anglo-Saxon and Mediasval English. 

46. Chronicon Scotorum : a Chronicle op Irish Affairs, from Ihe 
Earliest Times to 1135 ; with a Sufplement, containing the Events 
from 1141 to 1 150 Edited, with a Translation, by Williah Maunsell 
Hennessy, Esq., M.R.I.A. 1866. 

There is, in this volume, a legendary account of the peopling of Ireland and of 
the adventures which befell the yarious heroes who are said to haye been con- 
nected with Irish history. The detoils are, however, very meagre both for this 
period and for the time when history becomes more authentic. The plan adopted 
in the chronicle gives the appearance of an accuracy to which the earlier portions 
of the work cannot have any claim. The succession of events is marked, year hy 
year, from a.h. 1599 to a.d. 1150. The pnncipal events narrated in the later 
portion of the work are, the invosions of foreigners, and the wars of the Irish 
among themselves. The text has been printed firom a MS. preserved in thc 
library of Trinity College, Dublin, written partly in Latin, partly in Irish. 

47. TiiE Chronicle op Pierre de Langtoft, in French Verse, from 

the earliest Period to the Death of Edward I. Vols. I. and II.

It is probable that Pierre de Langtof t was a canon of Bridlington, in Yorkshire, 
and that he lived in the reign of Edward I., and during a portion of the rei^ of 
Edward U. This chronicle is divided into three paru; in the first is an 
abridgment of Geoffrey of Monmouth's " Historia Britonum," in the second, a 
history of the Anglo-Saxon and Norman kings, down to the death of Heniy III., 
and in the third a history of the reign of Edward I. The principal object of tbe 
work was apparently to show the justice of Edward's Scottish wars. The 
language is singularly corrupt, and a curions specimen of the Frcnchof Torkshirc*

Ireland bt the Danes and other Norseuen. Editedy with a

The work in its present form, in thecditor^s opinion, is a comparatively modem 
yerslon of an undoubtedly ancient onginal. That it was compiled fi*om contem- 
porary materials has been proved by curious incidental evidencc. It ia stated in 
the account given of the battle of Ciontarf that the full tide in Dnbiin Bay on the 
day of the battle (23 April 1014) coincided with sunrise ; aud that the retuming 
tide in the evening aided considerably in the defeat of the Danes. The foct bas 
been verified by astronomical calculations, and the inference is that the author of 
the chronicle, if not himselfan eye-witness, mnst have derived his information 
from those who were eye-witncsses. The contents of the work are snfficiently 
described in its title. The story is told after the manner of the Scandinavian 
Sagas, with poems and firagments of poems introdaced into thc proso narrative.

The earlier portion, extending ibom 7dS to 114S, appears 
to be a cppy of a compilation made in Northumbria aboat 1161, to whicb 
Hoveden added little. From 1148 to 1169 — a yerj Talnable portion of this 
wqrk — the matter is deriyed irom anotber soarce, to which HoTeden appeais to 
hare sapplied'little, and not always jndicioasly. From 1170 to 1192 is the 
portion 'which correspondB with tbe Chronicle known onder the name of 
Benedict of Feterborougb (jsee No. 49) ; bat it is not a copj, being sometimes 
an abridgment, at others a paraphrase ; occasionally Ihe two woiks entirely 
agree ; showing that both writers had access to the same materials, bat dealt 
▼ith them differently. From 1192 to 1201 may be said to be wholly HoTcden'» 
work t it is extremely valuable, and an authority of the first importance.

This important and iiniqae Borrey of the greater portion of England* is the 
oldest and moet yalaable record in the national archives. It was commenced 
aboat the year 1084 and finished m 1086. Its compilation -was determined apon 
at Gloucester by William the Conqaeror, in coaocil, in order that he might 
know*<what was dae to him, in the way of tax, from his sabjects, and that each 
at the aame time might know what he had to pay. It was compiled as mach 
for tbeir protection as for the beneflt of the sovereign. The nobility and people 
had been grievoasly distressed at the time by the king bringing over iarge nnm- 
bers of French and Bretons, and quartering them on his subjects, " each accord- 
'* ing to the measure of his land/' for the purpose of resisting the invasion of 
Cnut, King of Denmark, which was apprehended. The commissioners appointed 
to make the survey were to inquize the name of each place ; who heid it in the 
time of King Edward the Confessor ; the present possessor ; how many hides 
wer^ in the manor ; how many ploughs were in demesne ; how many homagers ; 
how many yilleins ; how many cottars ; how many serving men; how many firee 
tenants ; ho w many tenants in soccage ; how mnch wood, meadow, and pasture ; 
the number of mills and fish-ponds ; what had been added or taken away from 
the place ; what was the gross Talue .in the time of Edward the Confessor ; the 
present value ; and how much each free man or soc-man had, and whether any 
advance could be made in the value. Thus could be ascertained who held the 
estate in the time of Kin^c Edward ; who then held it ; its value in the time of 
the late king ; and its value as it stood at the formation of the survey. So 
minute was the survey, that the writer of the contemporary portion of the Saxon 
Chronicle records, wiUi some asperity — ** So very narrowly he eaused it to be 
'* traced out, that there was not a single hide, nor one virgate of land, nor even, 
<* it 18 shame to tell, thoogh it seemed to him no shame to do, an ox, nor a cow, 
^ nor a swine was left, that was not set down." 

Domesday Survey is in two parts or volumes. The fiist, in folio, contains the 
counties of Bedford, Berks, Bucks, Cambridge, Chester and Lancaster, Com- 
wall, Derby, DeTon, Dorset, Qloucester, Hants, Heref^rd, Herts, Huntingdon, 
Kent, Leicester and Butland, lincoln, Middlesez, Northampton, Nottingham, 
Ozford, Salop, Somerset, Stafford, Surrey, Sussex* Warwick, Wilts, Worcester, 
and Tork. The second volume, in quarto, containa the counties of Essez. 
Norfolk, and Suffolk. 

Domesday Book was printed verbatim et Uteratm during the last century, in 
consequence of an address of the House of Lords to King George III. in 1767. 
It was not, however, commenced until 1773, and was completed early in 1783. 
In 1860, Her Migesty^s Govemment, with the concurrence of the Master of the 
Kolls, determined to ^>ply the art of photozincography to the production of a 
&o-BimiIe of Domesday Book, under the Buperintendence of Colonel Sir Henry 
James, RE., Director of the Ordnance Survey, Southampton. The &c-8imile was 
completed in 1868. 

*For tome reaaon left unezplained, many parts were left nnsurveyed ; Korthumberbind,Gumberland, 
Westmoreland. aud Durham, are noi described in the sunrey ; nor doeB Lancashire appear nnder its 
proper name ; but Fumess, and the northem part of Lancaahue, as well as the south of wostmoreland, 
wltn a part of Cumberland, are induded withm the West Bidins of Torkahire.

The second Part, for the reigns of Henry VIII. and Bdward VI., 
consists principally of holograph letters and antographs of kings, princes, states- 
men, and other persons of great historical interest, who lived during those 
reigns. The third Part contaLns similar documents for the reigns of Mary and 
Elizabeth, incloding a signed bill of Lady Jane Grey. The fourth Part con- 
cludes the series, and comprises a number of documents taken from the originals 
belonging to the Constable of the Tower of London ; also se^eral records ilius- 
trative of the Gunpowder Plot, and a woodcut containing portraits of Mary Queen 
of Scots and James YI., circulated by their adherents in England, 1580-S. 
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
